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PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT 


16th  May,  1945. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen’s  University: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  of  Queen’s 
University  for  the  academic  year  1944-45. 

The  chancellor  of  the  university,  Hon.  Charles  A.  Dunning, 
was  re-elected  by  the  University  Council  for  a  three  year 
term.  The  chairman  of  the  board — Mr.  J.  M.  Macdonnell — 
was  re-elected  for  the  year  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
Alma  Mater  Society  elected  Mr.  B.  K.  Sandwell  to  the  position 
of  rector.  These  three  high  officers  of  the  university  occupy 
important  places  in  the  life  of  our  country,  and  are  held  in 
warm  regard  by  the  students  and  graduates  and  staff  of  this 
university.  We  are  fortunate  in  the  men  who  represent  us 
publicly  in  Canadian  life. 

Rev.  Dr.  Leslie  Pidgeon  retired  from  the  board  in  May, 
1944.  Dr.  Pidgeon  had  given  long  service  to  Queen’s  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  his  knowledge  and  judgment  were  a  source  of  strength 
to  the  board.  In  his  place  the  board  appointed  Mr.  H.  G.  Hil¬ 
ton,  president  of  the  Steel  Company  of  Canada.  Mr.  Hilton 
has  given  much  thought  to  engineering  education,  a  field  in 
which  there  is  keen  discussion  at  the  present  time.  He  will 
be  warmly  welcomed  by  the  board. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Farrell,  K.C.,  who  has  given  long  and  valuable 
service  to  Queen’s,  has  been  recommended  by  the  Executive 
to  be  vice  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  board,  at  their  May  meeting  re-elected  Hon.  A.  C. 
Hardy  and  Dr.  Dennis  Jordan  for  a  four-year  term  and  Mr. 
John  Irwin  for  a  three-year  term  as  the  representative  of  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science.  The  graduates  re-elected  Mr.  E.  A. 
Collins  and  Dr.  Bryce  M.  Stewart;  the  benefactors  re-elected 
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Mr.  T.  A.  McGinnis  and  Mr.  R.  D.  Harkness;  the  University 
Council  re-elected  Mr.  H.  G.  Bertram  and  Mr.  D.  H.  Laird  as 
its  representatives  on  the  board. 

The  Theological  College  reappointed  Dr.  G.  A.  Brown 
for  1944-45. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  board,  and  particularly  of  the 
building  comittee,  has  been  taken  up  with  the  problem  of  the 
plans  lor  future  extension  of  the  university.  This  is  dis¬ 
cussed  in  some  detail  later  in  this  report.  It  is  a  matter 
of  great  importance;  for  the  decisions  now  made  will  deter¬ 
mine  policy  for  a  half  century  or  more  at  Queen’s.  The  build¬ 
ing  committee  is  greatly  assisted  by  the  expert  advice  of  Mr. 
H.  G.  Todd  of  Montreal,  who  is  preparing  a  plan  in  considerable 
detail  for  the  future  placing  of  buildings  and  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  our  grounds  .  Closely  associated  with  this  enterprise 
is  the  seeking  for  the  necessary  funds  to  finance  the  needs 
of  future  development  .  The  endowment  committee  of  the 
board  has  been  active  during  the  year,  and  while  the  actual 
returns  have  not  been  as  great  as  in  the  preceding  year,  ow¬ 
ing  to  the  change  in  the  Government’s  tax  regulations  with 
reference  to  donations  from  business  and  industrial  corpora¬ 
tions  there  has  been  very  encouraging  progress.  Many  cor¬ 
porations  found  it  more  convenient,  under  present  conditions, 
to  give  their  contributions  over  a  period  of  years,  so  that  we 
may  expect  a  continuity  of  support.  There  is  a  definite  feel¬ 
ing  on  the  part  of  industrialists  that  the  corporations  must 
do  their  share  in  the  support  of  higher  education  in  order 
to  ensure  that  a  continuous  stream  of  well  educated  and  well 
trained  men  and  women  may  be  available  for  our  business, 
financial,  industrial  and  cultural  life. 

The  Staff 

Three  of  the  senior  members  of  our  staff  left  us  during 
the  year,  two  through  death,  one  through  retirement.  Dr. 
Leo  F.  Goodwin  was  stricken  very  suddenly  on  August  15th, 
while  on  holiday  in  Nova  Scotia.  Dr.  Goodwin  built  up  the 
department  of  chemical  engineering  during  the  last  twenty 
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years  of  his  thirty-five  years  of  service  at  Queen’s  University. 
His  graduates  went  out  with  a  sense  of  the  value  of  accuracy 
and  with  an  appreciation  of  the  relationship  of  their  specialized 
training  to  the  general  culture.  They  have  reflected  the  de¬ 
votion  to  truth  which  inspired  their  master.  That  is  his  en¬ 
during  memorial.  Dr.  L.  J.  Austin  died  on  March  20th,  1945, 
after  a  protracted  illness.  He  had  been  in  charge  of  the  de¬ 
partment  of  surgery  for  twenty-three  years,  and  had  won  a 
unique  place  in  the  affection  of  students  and  staff  alike  because 
of  his  great  generosity  of  heart.  He  was  a  man  of  strong 
and  colourful  personality,  and  with  his  passing  we  are  dis¬ 
tinctly  the  poorer.  Professor  Manley  Baker  has  spent  his 
active  life  at  Queen’s.  For  forty-eight  years  as  student  and 
teacher,  and  for  thirty-five  years  of  that  time  as  head,  he  has 
seen  the  department  of  geology  grow  to  a  high  place  in  inter¬ 
national  reputation.  His  services  will  continue  to  be  given 
to  his  university  as  curator  of  the  geological  museum. 

The  loss  in  wisdom  and  experience  which  a  university 
suffers  when  senior  men  go  is  not  easily  made  up.  In  wartime 
new  appointments  are  few.  In  the  year  under  review  the  in¬ 
stitute  of  local  government  was  established  ,  in  close  associa¬ 
tion  with  the  department  of  economics  and  political  science. 
As  director  of  the  institute,  and  as  assistant  professor  in  the 
department,  Mr.  K.  Grant  Crawford  was  appointed.  With  his 
academic  background,  and  his  wide  experience  in  municipal 
government,  Mr.  Crawford  is  well  fitted  to  assist  in  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  local  administration  which  need  study  and  clari¬ 
fication  throughout  Canada.  Dr.  E.  L.  Bruce,  who  holds  the 
Miller  memorial  research  chair  in  geology,  has  accepted  as 
well  the  headship  of  the  department  of  geology  in  succession  to 
Professor  Baker.  Dr.  Bruce’s  high  reputation  is  attested  by 
the  fact  that  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Geological  Society 
of  America  in  1943.  The  demands  of  the  war  continue  to 
draw  men  from  our  staff.  Leave  was  given  to  Dr.  E.  E.  Wat¬ 
son  to  carry  on  under-surface  current  investigation  for  the 
American  navy,  and  to  Dr.  H.  M.  Estall  for  special  work  with 
Wartime  Information  Board.  Dr  .Watson’s  place  was  taken 
by  Mr.  John  L.  Lawrence  of  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
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and  Dr.  Estall’s  by  special  assistance  which  Very  Reverend 
Dean  R.  S.  K.  Seeley  of  St.  George’s  Cathedral  has  generously 
given  us.  It  is  a  great  loss  to  us  in  university  circles  that 
Dean  Seeley  will  leave  Kingston  this  summer  to  become  provost 
of  Trinity  College,  Toronto.  He  has  given  us  a  very  special 
service  in  his  lectures  in  philosophy.  Dr.  R.  A.  Chipman,  who 
has  been  doing  very  important  secret  war  research  at  Queen’s 
in  ultra  short  wave  under  the  National  Research  Council,  was 
appointed  a  member  of  the  staff  in  physics  with  the  rank  of 
assistant  professor.  Professor  G.  A.  Revell  has  been  an  ef¬ 
ficient  acting  head  of  the  department  of  chemical  engineering 
during  the  year,  carrying  on  the  responsibilities  which  had 
to  be  undertaken  because  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Goodwin  im¬ 
mediately  before  the  opening  of  the  autumn  term. 

In  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  Dr.  S.  W.  Houston  was  ap¬ 
pointed  acting  head  of  the  department  of  surgery  at  a  time 
when  it  seemed  unlikely  that  Dr.  Austin  would  recover  suf¬ 
ficiently  to  carry  on  the  responsibilities  of  the  department.  It 
is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  great  service  that  Dr.  Houtson  and 
Dr.  D.  W.  Boucher  have  given,  and  at  very  considerable  sacri¬ 
fice,  in  order  that  the  teaching  in  surgery  might  be  adequately 
provided.  Dr.  D.  S.  Puffer,  who  had  given  part  time  service 
in  preventive  medicine,  while  acting  as  medical  health  of¬ 
ficer  for  the  City  of  Kingston,  was  called  to  a  position  in  the 
Department  of  Health,  with  headquarters  in  Toronto.  He  gave 
a  real  service  to  the  city  and  the  university.  Dr.  J.  R.  Third, 
who  has  given  many  years  of  service  in  the  department  of 
medicine,  resigned  during  the  session.  This  severs  a  valuable 
family  connection  of  long  standing  with  Queen’s.

Dr.  R.  G.  Trotter  was  appointed  as  a  member  of 
theCanadian-UnitedStates Committee  on  Education,  establish¬ 
ed  in  1944,  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Canada  and  New¬ 
foundland  Education  Association,  the  Canadian  Teachers’  Fed¬ 
eration,  and  the  National  Conference  of  Canadian  Universities, 
acting  in  conjunction  with  the  American  Council  on  Educa¬ 
tion.  He  gave  a  lecture  on  Canada  and  World  Organization 
in  December  in  a  series  of  public  lectures  on  Peacemaking  and 
World  Order,  sponsored  by  the  department  of  modern  history 
at  the  University  of  Toronto.  He  was  a  member  of  the  dele¬ 
gation  from  the  Canadian  Institute  of  International  Affairs 
to  the  British  Commonwealth  Relations  Conference  which  met 
in  London  in  February  1945. 

War  Work 

Many  members  of  staff  are  still  engaged  in  war  work, 
more  particularly  in  the  field  of  secret  war  research.  This 
involves  not  only  chemists  and  physicists,  but  geologists,  phy¬ 
siologists,  pharmacologists,  biochemists,  bacteriologists,  psy- 
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chologists  and  economists;  and  our  biologists  are  becoming 
very  definitely  involved  in  postwar  reconstruction  research. 
Much  of  this  work  has  already  been  referred  to  in  earlier  re¬ 
ports  and  need  not  be  presented  in  detail  again.  All  of  this 
work  is  valuable,  some  of  it  of  exceptional  value.  The  only 
additional  items  which  might  be  referred  to  are  the  work  of 
Mr.  B.  M.  Springbett  under  the  directorate  of  Personnel  Sel¬ 
ection  (Army)  and  that  of  Dr.  E.  M.  Boyd  under  the  director¬ 
ate  of  Chemical  Warfare  and  under  the  associate  committee  on 
Army  Medical  Research. 

Training  for  active  service  has  continued  in  the  C.O.T.C. 
(Army),  in  U.N.T.D.  (Navy)  and  U.A.S.  (Air  Force).  The 
airforce  training,  under  Squadron  Leader  Tracy,  came  to  an 
end  at  Christmas  1944,  as  the  authorities  felt  it  to  be  unneces¬ 
sary  to  continue  to  train  men  for  air  service.  The  naval  train¬ 
ing  was  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  W.  A.  Wolfe,  and 
the  army  training  command  was  taken  over  from  Lt. -Colonel 
G.  S.  Melvin  by  Major  E.  A.  Walker  in  February,  when  pres¬ 
sure  of  duties  and  a  serious  illness  made  it  necessary  for  Lt.- 
Colonel  Melvin  to  hand  over  his  command.  The  spirit  in  all 
three  services  was  good,  and  great  credit  is  due  to  the  com¬ 
manding  officers  and  to  the  other  officers  of  the  units  who 
have  given  their  time  so  generously  to  this  work  . 

Convocations ,  Special  Functions  and  Visiting  Speakers 

Spring  convocation,  at  the  end  of  the  103rd  session,  was 
held  on  Saturday,  May  20th,  1944.  257  students  received  de¬ 
grees  and  two  students  the  diploma  in  laboratory  technique. 
The  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  was  conferred  on  Rev.  J.  B.  McM. 

.  Armour,  and  on  Rev.  P.  T.  Pilkey.  The  honorary  degree  of 
LL.D.  was  conferred  on  Dr.  J.  G.  Althouse,  Mr.  G.  C.  Bateman, 
Hon.  Angus  L.  Macdonald,  and  Dr.  B.  T.  McGhie.  Dr.  Pilkey 
replied  on  behalf  of  the  candidates  receiving  the  D.D.  degree 
and  Hon.  Angus  Macdonald  on  behalf  of  those  receiving  the 
LL.D.  degree.  At  this  convocation  Mr.  J.  M.  Macdonnell,  the 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  unveiled  a  portrait  of 
Vice-Principal  W.  E.  McNeill  painted  by  Archibald  Barnes, 
and  the  Queen’s  University  Art  Foundation,  through  Senator 
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A.  C.  Hardy,  presented  to  the  university  paintings,  prints  and 
etchings  mainly  from  the  Mabel  Dalton  Segsworth  collection. 

The  autumn  convocation  was  held  on  October  24th  when 
the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  on  Dr.  Robert 
Chambers  and  on  Dr.  C.  J.  Mackenzie.  The  address  was 
given  by  General  A.  G.  L.  McNaughton. 

Two  medical  convocations  have  been  held  during  the  year, 
one  at  the  close  of  the  92nd  session  in  May  4th,  1944,  and 
the  second  at  the  close  of  the  93rd  session  on  February  15th, 
1945.  At  the  first  convocation  38  students  graduated  and  the 
Hon.  R.  P.  Vivian,  minister  of  health  for  Ontario,  gave  the 
address ;  at  the  second  42  students  graduated,  and  the  address 
was  given  by  Rev.  J.  Forbes  Wedderburn. 

The  chancellor’s  lectures  of  the  Queen’s  Theological  Alumni 
conference  were  given  by  Dr.  H.  L.  Stewart  of  Dalhousie  Uni¬ 
versity  on  the  subject  The  Church  amid  Disordered  Public 
Affairs.  Other  speakers  at  this  conference  were  Rev.  G.  A. 
Sisco,  Rev.  E.  A.  Knechtel,  Dr.  A.  L.  Clark,  Dr.  George  Hum¬ 
phrey,  Professor  J.  C.  Cameron  and  Dr.  S.  M.  Gilmour. 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  the  contact  which  the  university 
maintains  with  public  affairs  and  professional  problems  through 
the  guests  who  come  to  us  to  speak  at  the  special  functions 
of  the  university  and  at  the  meetings  of  the  various  clubs. 
At  the  refresher  course  in  medicine  Dr.  Foster  Kennedy,  Dr. 
L.  S.  Fallis,  Dr.  Dean  MacDonald,  Dr.  Newell  Philpott,  Hon.  R. 
P.  Vivian  and  Dr.  C.  J.  Devins  were  the  invited  speakers.  Dr. 

B.  K.  Sandwell  gave  the  rectorial  address  on  his  inauguration 
as  rector.  Dr.  H.  J.  Cody  was  the  Alma  Mater  Society  lecturer. 
Sir  William  Dobbie  spoke  in  Grant  Hall  under  the  auspices 
of  Intervarsity  Christian  Fellowship  and  Senator  Bouchard 
as  a  guest  of  the  Public  Affairs  Club.  The  baccalaureate  ad¬ 
dress  was  given  by  Dean  Lynn  Harold  Hough.  Rabbi  Judah 
Cahn  spoke  for  the  Jewish  Chautauqua  Society.  Mr.  John  A. 
Stevenson  gave  the  final  lecture  in  the  series  on  Scottish 
literature  conducted  by  Professor  J.  A.  Roy.  Dr.  John  R.  Mott 
spoke  to  a  student  meeting  in  Convocation  Hall.  Professor  E. 
J.  Pratt  exchanged  with  Dr.  G.  B.  Harrison  for  a  week.  Dr. 
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J.  W.  Ambrose,  Dr.  Wallace  Cady,  Dr.  A.  W.  Joliffe  and  Dr. 
Hans  Lundberg  were  the  guests  of  the  department  of  geology, 
and  Mr.  D.  N.  MacLean  of  the  department  of  mining. 

The  public  lectures  on  Monday  evenings  in  January  and 
February  were  given  this  year  by  members  of  the  university 
staff,  who  chose  their  own  subjects.  Dr.  G.  B.  Harrison  spoke 
on  The  Man  Shakespeare,  Dr.  R.  A.  Chipman  on  The  Long 
and  the  Short  of  Radio  Waves ,  Dr.  G.  H.  Ettinger  on  Problems 
of  Respiratiori  in  Warfare,  Professor  K.  Grant  Crawford  on 
The  Survival  of  the  Fittest — in  Government,  and  Professor 
J.  C.  Cameron  on  Trends  in  Collective  Bargaining.  The  guest 
speaker  to  the  Queen’s  Alumni  Association  annual  meeting 
was  Mr.  J.  C.  Macfarlane,  chairman  of  the  endowment  com¬ 
mittee,  who  spoke  on  Electronics. 

Apart  from  the  names  mentioned  above  the  following  is 
the  list  of  guests,  not  members  of  Queen’s  staff,  who  spoke 
at  Queen’s  University  during  the  period  under  review.  The 
list  is  impressive,  not  only  in  the  quality  of  the  men  and 
women  who  have  willingly  given  of  their  time,  but  in  the 
fact  that  they  represent  a  great  variety  of  interests  on  which 
it  is  of  great  importance  that  we  should  be  informed:  Dr.

The  Progress  of  Research 

No  university,  and  no  department  of  a  university,  is 
alive  unless  it  is  infused  with  the  spirit  of  research.  Re¬ 
search  provides  the  atmosphere  in  which  thought  is  stimulated 
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both  in  the  teacher  and  the  taught.  On  universities  is  laid 
the  responsibility  not  only  of  conserving,  but  of  expanding, 
the  realm  of  knowledge.  The  war  has  shown  how  valuable 
the  men  are  who  had  already  won  their  place  in  research. 
On  them  was  immediately  placed  the  responsibility  of  develop¬ 
ing  knowledge  which  was  to  be  critical  to  the  success  of  our 
arms,  and  Canadian  research  workers  have  made  a  contribu¬ 
tion  during  these  war  years  which  has  proved  to  be  of  critical 
importance.  The  demands  will  be  no  less  urgent  in  the  years 
that  are  ahead,  if  Canada  is  to  maintain  a  place  which  has 
been  won  in  the  realm  of  industry,  and  if  a  cultural  contribu¬ 
tion  is  to  be  made  that  will  be  worthy  of  our  place  among 
the  nations.  If  we  fail  in  the  universities,  we  shall  fail  in 
every  other  department  of  our  national  life,  for  the  responsi¬ 
bility  is  on  our  shoulders. 

The  reports  of  the  committee  on  scientific  research  and 
the  arts  research  committee,  and  the  list  of  publications  for 
the  year,  give  some  indication,  though  by  no  means  a  com¬ 
plete  picture,  of  the  work  which  is  being  done  at  Queen’s 
University.  There  is  much  that  is  of  a  secret  nature  and 
that  does  not  admit  of  publication  at  the  present  time.  Al¬ 
together,  probably  $75,000  a  year  is  being  spent  at  Queen’s 
on  secret  war  research,  the  funds  being  supplied  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  mainly  through  the  National  Research  Council. 
Then  there  are  many  studies  which  are  not  at  the  stage  of 
publication,  and  some  of  which  may  not  see  publication.  But 
from  the  data  which  are  found  in  this  report  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  field  of  knowledge  is  wide,  and  the  boundaries  are 
being  pushed  back  in  many  fronts.  In  some  of  the  divisions 
of  the  humanities  and  in  clinical  medicine  the  activity  is 
not  so  pronounced  as  in  the  natural  and  physical  sciences. 
With  the  end  of  the  war  and  the  return  of  many  members 
of  the  staff  to  their  university  duties,  that  disparity  will,  it 
is  expected,  disappear.  Teaching  duties  are  heavier  than 
normal,  and  much  time  is  given  by  many  members  of  staff 
to  war  services.  But  even  despite  the  abnormal  conditions 
under  which  we  have  lived  during  the  last  five  years,  the 
spirit  of  research  has  grown  within  the  institution.  It  is

our  responsibility  to  see  to  it  that  it  be  stimulated  to  greater 
expression  in  every  department  of  the  university. 

The  committee  on  scientific  research  and  the  arts  re¬ 
search  committee  have  been  invaluable  in  giving  assistance 
of  the  kind  that  is  needed  for  the  individual  case.  In  science 
the  assistance  is  given  mainly  by  supplying  student  helpers 
and  apparatus.  In  arts  it  takes  the  form  of  financial  aid  to 
visit  libraries,  and,  where  necessary,  student  help.  The 
Baconian  society  is  a  stimulating  meeting  ground  for  staff 
and  students  who  are  concerned  with  research  in  the  field  of 
science — pure  and  applied,  and  medicine.  The  student  clubs 
at  which  papers  are  given  by  students  and  staff  are  helpful. 
There  has  been  a  noticeable  stimulus  as  well  in  the  presence 
in  Kingston — particularly  in  the  newer  war  industries — of 
able  and  keen  research  engineers  who  make  the  Baconian 
society  and  the  Kingston  branch  of  the  Engineering  Institute 
of  Canada  a  means  of  contact  with  the  members  of  staff,  to 
the  mutual  advantage,  one  feels,  of  industrialists  and  uni- 
versitv  men  alike. 

University  Concerts 

The  university  concerts  have  become  an  important  part 
of  university  and  city  life.  For  some  years  a  committee  of 
Kingston  music  lovers  had  arranged  for  concerts  under  the 
Canadian  Concert  auspices  but  the  arrangement  was  dis¬ 
continued.  Three  years  ago  a  committee  of  the  Senate  of 
Queen’s  University,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  H.  L. 
Tracy,  made  plans  for  a  concert  series  under  the  responsibility 
of  Queen’s  University.  For  the  first  two  years  they  were 
held  in  Convocation  Hall.  Last  year  it  was  decided  that  the 
series  for  1944-45  should  be  held  in  Grant  Hall.  This  de¬ 
cision  has  abundantly  justified  itself.  There  were  over  eleven 
hundred  paid  memberships  for  the  whole  series,  and  many 
more  could  have  been  accepted,  had  the  seating  space  been 
available.  Approximately  one-third  of  the  audience  was  stu¬ 
dents.  The  committee  is  doing  a  great  service  in  bringing  to 
Kingston  the  Minneapolis  Symphony  Orchestra  and  Brail- 
owsky,  the  pianist,  to  mention  only  two  of  last  winter’s  offer- 
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ings.  Nothing  that  Queen’s  has  done  in  recent  years  has 
been  more  warmly  appreciated  by  the  people  of  Kingston 
than  the  opportunity  which  these  concerts  have  offered,  and 
they  have  expressed  their  appreciation  in  warm  terms. 

A  word  of  praise  must  be  paid  to  Mrs.  F.  L.  Harrison, 
the  business  manager,  who  has  made  the  arrangements  with 
artists  and  has  been  in  large  measure  responsible  for  the 
success  of  the  series.  She  has  been  ably  assisted  by  Miss 
Kathleen  Healey,  assistant  director  of  the  department  of 
extension  of  the  university. 

The  Summer  School 

The  summer  school  is  becoming,  to  a  rapidly  increasing 
degree,  an  experimental  school  in  education.  The  academic 
studies,  which  are  part  of  the  curriculum  in  the  arts  course, 
are  the  central  part  of  the  summer  school.  For  many  years 
they  were  the  only  part  of  the  school.  But  the  need  has 
grown  for  courses  which  give  no  academic  credit,  but  which 
give  enjoyment,  recreation  and  refreshment  through  the 
cultivation  of  the  fine  arts,  or  which  fill  a  national  need.  The 
first  step  in  this  process  was  the  establishment  of  the  school 
of  the  fine  arts — in  painting,  music  and  drama.  This  has 
proved  to  be  a  stimulating  development,  and,  even  in  war 
years,  has  met  with  very  encouraging  support.  While  the 
courses  are  independent  in  these  three  departments,  every 
occasion  is  taken  to  integrate  them  into  a  unified  whole.  This 
is  particularly  the  case  in  the  public  performances.  This 
coming  summer  it  is  proposed  to  add  the  ballet  to  the  offerings 
in  the  fine  arts. 

There  is  a  national  service  that  a  university,  situated  as 
Queen’s  is  situated,  can  do  in  the  creation  of  a  fuller  under¬ 
standing  between  Englishspeaking  and  Frenchspeaking  Can¬ 
adians.  With  the  generous  cooperation  of  the  Government 
of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  the  assistance  of  the  Carnegie 
Corporation  of  New  York,  a  five  weeks’  course  on  English 
idiom  was  given  last  summer  at  Queen’s,  with  a  registration 
of  sixty-eight  teachers  from  rural  and  urban  centres  in  Que- 
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bee.  Their  expenses  were  paid  by  the  province  of  Quebec. 
The  course  was  under  the  direction  of  Professor  H.  Alexander, 
and  proved  to  be  very  successful.  Dr.  Donalda  Dickie  of  the 
Edmonton  normal  school  gave  instruction  in  progressive  edu¬ 
cation  to  the  same  group.  It  was  very  noticeable  that  the 
French  Canadian  students  added  a  note  of  interest  to  campus 
life,  and  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  a  sense  of  mutual 
understanding  between  our  two  peoples.  We  hope  that  this 
good  work  will  continue  year  after  year. 

Two  new  services  are  proposed  for  the  summer  of  1945. 
The  first  is  a  refresher  course  in  English  literature  for  teach¬ 
ers,  arranged  in  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion  of  the  Province  of  Ontario.  The  course  will  last  for  three 
weeks,  and  will  be  conducted  by  Dr.  G.  B.  Harrison,  head 
of  the  department  of  English.  The  second  is  a  summer  radio 
institute,  organised  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Canadian 
Broadcasting  Corporation.  This  will  be  a  six  weeks’  course, 
and  will  deal  with  the  technique  of  announcing,  directing, 
play  producing,  script  writing  —  in  short,  with  the  art  of 
the  radio.  It  will  be  limited  to  fifty  registrants.  Professor 
W.  Angus,  who  will  direct,  is  at  present  on  a  Rockefeller 
fellowship  in  New  York  studying  the  more  recent  develop¬ 
ments  in  radio  technique.  In  offering  this  course  at  summer 
school,  Queen’s  University  will  supply  a  need  which  is  not 
met  by  any  university  in  Canada  today,  and  for  which  there 
is  a  very  real  demand. 

There  is  a  freedom  about  summer  school  work  that  per¬ 
mits  of  great  flexibility  in  educational  offerings.  The  pro¬ 
gramme  which  the  summer  school  has  undertaken,  and  will 
undertake,  takes  full  advantage  of  that  flexibility. 

Physical  Structure  of  the  University 

The  building  programme  which  is  envisaged  for  the 
years  following  the  end  of  the  war  has  brought  matters  of 
high  policy  to  the  forefront.  It  is  clear  that  there  is  no  room 
within  the  limits  of  the  present  area  on  which  the  teaching 
buildings  are  placed  for  the  new  buildings  that  are  needed, 
unless  the  lower  campus  is  invaded.  There  is  general  agree- 
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ment  that  that  should  not  be  done,  both  for  aesthetic  reasons 
and  because  of  the  need  of  the  open  space  for  playing  grounds. 
As  a  consequence  careful  consideration  had  to  be  given  to 
the  direction  in  which  expansion  should  take  place.  What  will 
be  done  will  determine  the  structure  of  the  university  for 
the  next  fifty  and  possibly  hundred  years.  The  trustees  felt 
that  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  expert  advice,  and  Mr.  H. 
G.  Todd  of  Montreal  was  engaged  to  advise  on  the  planning 
of  buildings  and  grounds  on  a  comprehensive  basis,  in  order 
that  each  step  that  will  be  taken  may  be  part  of  an  integrated 
plan.  Mr.  Todd  has  advised  that  the  extension  should  be 
westwards,  in  order  that  the  stadium  grounds  and  the  Leonard 
field  should  become  eventually  connected  parts  of  the  Queen’s 
University  structure.  There  would  be  the  additional 
advantage  that  University  Avenue,  a  fine  boulevarded 
street,  would  be  a  central  avenue  of  the  university,  flanked 
on  both  sides  by  handsome  buildings.  On  that  basis  the  stu¬ 
dents’  union  and  the  administration  building  would  be  placed 
on  the  west  side  of  University  Avenue,  and  the  mechanical 
engineering  building  at  the  foot  of  the  avenue,  south  of  Stuart 
Street.  The  men’s  residences  would  be  placed  on  the  Leonard 
field,  the  central  building  facing  Stuart  Street.  The  rink 
would  ultimately  be  moved  from  its  present  site  to  a  central 
position  on  the  stadium  grounds,  well  removed  from  the  pri¬ 
vate  homes  on  Albert  Street  and  on  the  north  side  of  Union 
Street.  With  its  removal  from  the  present  site,  the  grounds 
would  be  opened  up,  permitting  vistas  which  would  enhance 
the  beauty  of  our  buildings.  The  extension  to  the  Ban  Righ 
Hall  residence  for  women  students  would  be  a  separate  unit 
extending  westwards  from  the  corner  of  University  and  Stuart 
on  the  north  side  of  Stuart  Street.  The  addition  to  Gordon 
Hall  for  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering  would  extend 
southwards  on  to  the  tennis  courts  from  the  centre  of  Gordon 
Hall.  A  street  would  be  opened  opposite  Ontario  Hall  west¬ 
wards  towards  the  stadium  and  would  curve  southwards  into 
Alfred  Street  providing  ready  access  to  the  stadium  and 
playing  fields.  These  are  preliminary  proposals,  and  may  be 
modified.  But  they  give  a  well  developed  plan  of  growth,

consistent  in  its  comprehensiveness,  providing  guiding  posts 
to  those  who  have  responsibilities  for  Queen’s  for  many  years 
to  come. 

The  programme  as  outlined  will  take  many  years  to 
accomplish,  but  three  or  four  of  the  units  will  be  an  immediate 
concern  when  the  war  is  over.  For  these  units  the  Board  of 
Trustees  is  resolved  to  have  the  plans  completed  in  advance, 
in  order  that  time  may  not  be  lost  when  materials  become 
available. 

Queen’s  has  been  blessed  in  its  buildings.  It  is  necessary 
that  they  have  the  space  for  adequate  setting.  The  purpose 
of  the  work  on  which  Mr.  Todd  is  engaged  is  to  see  that  the 
setting  is  adequate  in  all  that  may  now  be  undertaken. 

Student  Activities 

The  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the  outstanding  public 
functions  presented  by  the  students  of  the  university.  Twelfth 
Night,  The  Mikado,  The  Ice  Follies,  and  The  Aquacade  were 
performances  of  which  any  university  might  be  proud,  and 
for  which  the  public  of  Kingston  and  the  friends  of  Queen’s 
are  very  grateful.  These  undertakings  demand  much  work 
and  time,  and  it  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  those  who  take  part 
and  to  all  who  hear  and  see  the  performances  to  feel  that 
worthwhile  things  were  attempted  and  successfully  carried 
through.  A  standard  has  been  set  which  can,  one  feels,  be 
maintained  year  by  year.  There  were  as  well  four  functions 
in  Grant  Hall,  conducted  entirely  by  students,  which  deserve 
special  mention.  There  was  the  rectorial  address,  on  the 
occasion  on  which  Dr.  B.  K.  Sandwell  was  installed  as  rector; 
the  Alma  Mater  Society  lecture,  for  which  the  speaker  was 
Rev.  Dr.  H.  J.  Cody,  president  of  the  University  of  Toronto; 
the  evening  meeting  under  the  auspices  of  the  Public  Affairs 
Club  at  which  Senator  Bouchard  spoke,  and  the  address  by 
Sir  William  Dobbie  under  the  auspices  of  the  Intervarsity 
Christian  Fellowship.  It  gives  those  of  us  who  are  older  a 
sense  of  satisfaction  and  pride  to  see  the  efficient  and  dignified 
manner  in  which  students  conduct  these  public  functions.  The 
future  is  in  good  hands. 
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The  year  was  without  any  major  incidents.  The  health 
of  the  students  was  remarkably  good.  The  arrangement  by 
which  a  qualified  nurse  should  be  available  to  students  in 
residence  has  proved  to  be  very  valuable,  and  tribute  should 
be  paid  to  Miss  Horwood  for  her  good  work.  The  number  of 
students  in  hospital  was  very  low,  and  there  were  no  epi¬ 
demics.  Mental  strain  plays  a  part,  and  a  somewhat  dis-' 
quieting  part,  in  student  casualties.  This  will  not  disappear 
until  the  returned  men  and  women  have  passed  through  the 
halls  of  the  university  into  their  professions  and  vocations. 
The  student  organizations  were  well  officered  and  well  con¬ 
ducted.  Men  and  women  are  kept  very  busy,  in  their  off- 
lecture  and  off-study  hours  with  military  training  and  war 
services,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  so  many  of  the  normal 
student  activities  can  still  be  carried  on.  The  men  in  arts  are 
much  reduced  in  number,  and  the  Arts  Society  is  impoverished 
accordingly,  but  even  there  a  good  tradition  has  been  main¬ 
tained.  A  new  paper  appeared  on  the  campus,  supplementing 
the  Queen's  Journal.  This  was  the  Queen's  Commentator, 
which  took  for  its  scope  political,  economic,  literary  and 
artistic  themes,  and  which  reached  a  high  standard  of  ex¬ 
cellence.  It  will  mean  much  if  an  organ  of  expression  of  this 
kind  may  find  its  place  at  Queen’s. 

It  is  too  early  to  estimate  the  change  which  returned  men 
and  women  may  make  in  the  student  life  and  activities.  The 
numbers  are  as  yet  small  and  they  have  contented  themselves 
with  fitting  in  to  the  activities  as  they  exist.  It  may  be 
anticipated  that  when  they  are  back  in  large  numbers  they 
will  make  a  very  distinctive  contribution  to  the  way  of  think¬ 
ing  of  our  student  population,  for  they  will  have  seen  much, 
and  endured  much.

Returned  Men  and  Women 

The  men  and  women  who  have  been  on  service  are  be¬ 
ginning  to  come  back  to  us.  It  has  been  necessary  to  give 
thought  to  the  best  way  that  Queen’s  University  can  assist 
them  to  make  up  for  time  which  has  been  taken  out  of  their 
university  work  in  order  to  serve  their  country.  Particularly 
was  this  necessary  because  of  the  very  considerable  number 
of  men  and  women  who  had  been  discharged  from  the  Royal 
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Canadian  Air  Force  during  the  winter  months,  but  too  late 
to  take  part  satisfactorily  in  the  regular  winter  term.  It  was 
decided  that  a  full  term  should  be  offered  in  the  first  year 
at  least  (after  senior  matriculation)  in  arts  and  applied 
science.  The  term  began  on  April  9th  and  will  continue  until 
September  22nd,  with  a  break  of  one  week  at  the  end  of 
June.  Successful  students  will  be  in  a  position  to  go  on  to 
the  next  year’s  work  in  the  beginning  of  October  for  the 
regular  winter  term.  The  registration  for  these  courses  is 
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It  has  not  been  considered  necessary  to  carry  on  a  summer 
course  in  first  year  medicine.  The  Faculty  of  Medicine  has 
made  arrangements  to  carry  on  three  months’  refresher 
courses  to  medical  graduates  returning  from  service.  There 
will  be  three  such  courses  in  the  year;  and  they  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  mainly  in  the  hospital.  Recent  advances  in  practice 
in  medicine,  surgery,  and  obstetrics  and  gynaecology,  and 
other  clinical  subjects  will  be  emphasized.  This  is  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  refresher  courses  for  graduates  that  may  be  ex¬ 
tended  later  to  other  professions.  The  experience  of  the  war, 
while  extremely  important  in  certain  aspects  of  professional 
work,  is  apt  to  be  one  sided,  and  graduates  feel  the  need  of 
courses  of  this  kind  before  going  back  into  regular  practice. 

During  the  winter  term  forty-three  returned  men  and 
women  were  registered  at  Queen’s  University.  They  were 
the  first  considerable  group  that  had  come  back  to  us  from 
the  war.  They  have  shown  us  that  they  can  adjust  them¬ 
selves  to  conditions  of  study  without  too  serious  difficulty, 
and  have  given  a  good  account  of  themselves  in  their  academic 
work.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  there  will  be  need  of  special 
tutorials  for  some  of  the  men  who  return  in  order  to  assist 
them  to  keep  in  pace  with  the  work  of  the  class.  That  will 
be  necessary  only  in  the  first  year  of  university  work  when 
background  subjects  on  which  much  of  the  work  depends  have 
been  in  large  measure  forgotten  and  not  available  for  ready 
use. 
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There  has  been  a  clearly  expressed  decision  of  the  group 
at  Queen’s  University  not  to  form  a  returned  men’s  organiza¬ 
tion,  but  to  cooperate  as  individuals  in  the  concerns  of  student 
life.  That  is  a  wise  decision,  and  is  heartily  concurred  in  by 
the  student  body  as  a  whole.  The  time  will  come — soon,  we 
hope — when  returned  men  and  women  will  form  a  very  large 
proportion  of  the  student  body.  The  wisdom  of  this  decision 
will  be  even  more  apparent  when  that  time  comes. 

Education  for  Tomorrow 

In  its  ultimate  objective,  education  does  not  change.  Its 
purpose  is  to  make  us  effective  in  our  vocation  or  calling, 
responsible  in  our  community  life  and  in  our  national  and 
international  duties,  and  in  command  of  a  wellstored  mind 
and  soundly  balanced  emotions  that  we  may  live  our  own 
inner  life  with  pleasure  and  satisfaction.  These  are  immutable 
aims.  They  do  not  change  with  the  years,  for  the  needs  of 
human  nature  do  not  change.  We  are  far  from  having  fully 
achieved  these  aims,  simple  though  they  be.  But  we  strive 
continually  towards  them. 

There  are,  however,  special  emphases  which  pertain  to 
special  times.  We  are  concerned  with  those  claims  that  the 
present  and  the  near  future  make  on  us  who  are  working 
in  the  field  of  education.  It  may  be  of  value  to  underline  these 
claims  in  this  place. 

It  is  clear  that  we  must  learn  to  cooperate  in  our  eco¬ 
nomic  life,  in  our  national  problems,  in  our  international 
difficulties.  We  do  not  cooperate  readily.  We  prefer  to  go 
each  his  own  way,  secure  in  his  own  ability.  Mankind  does 
not  readily  learn  the  truth  that  we  are  members  one  of 
another.  We  have  been  at  fault  in  education  in  that  we  have 
not  made  use  of  the  class  or  group  as  a  cooperative  organiza¬ 
tion,  in  order  to  make  clear  that  the  welfare  of  the  class  as  a 
whole  is  significant.  The  method  of  the  enterprise  or  project, 
in  which  the  success  depends  on  the  participation  of  every 
one,  has  a  place  at  all  stages  in  education.  If  we  experience 
cooperation  in  our  educational  processes,  we  shall  live  co- 
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operation  in  our  life  activities.  In  education  we  do  not  learn 
by  preaching,  but  by  doing. 

This  applies  as  well  to  our  practice  of  democracy.  Only 
by  governing  ourselves  do  we  learn  to  govern  others.  It  is 
of  particular  importance  that  at  all  stages  of  education 
students  conduct  their  own  affairs  through  their  own  or¬ 
ganizations.  There  is  virtually  no  group  too  young  to  learn 
the  process ;  there  is  no  group  so  old  that  it  can  afford  to 
neglect  it.  By  active  participation  and  responsibility,  learned 
in  the  years  of  formal  education,  the  methods  of  democratic 
government  became  an  automatic  process.  They  carry  through 
life.  No  one  who  knows  our  country  will  deny  that  the  actual 
participation  of  our  citizens  in  the  responsibilities  of  demo¬ 
cratic  government  must  become  more  active,  if  democracy 
is  to  survive  as  a  living  force. 

This  raises  the  question  of  our  education  of  men  and 
women  for  highly  specialized  professions.  This  has  become 
a  large  part  of  the  work  of  higher  education.  Our  civilization 
depends  on  exact  and  expert  knowledge  in  a  great  variety  of 
fields,  with  practitioners  in  each  field  equipped  to  use  and 
apply  that  knowledge.  What  ,ve  have  been  apt  to  overlook 
is  that  the  work  of  the  specialist,  no  matter  how  able,  is 
valuable  to  the  extent  that  it  fits  into  the  social  and  economic 
environment  in  which  we  live — in  a  word,  that  it  is  con¬ 
structive  to  our  civilization.  This  necessitates  that  the  ex¬ 
pert  have  an  understanding  outlook  on  the  world  in  which  he 
lives.  He  must  be  a  liberally  educated  man.  Much  thought  is 
being  given  to  the  wise  solution  of  this  problem  in  education 
all  the  world  over. 

Education,  if  it  is  real,  goes  on  through  life.  If  school 
and  college  education  fails  to  give  the  stimulus  to  a  life¬ 
long  search  after  education,  it  fails  of  its  purpose.  It  is — 
j  or  should  be — a  stimulating  adventure,  which  only  death 
!  can  terminate.  Much  thought  is  now  being  given  to  adult 
education,  and  to  the  means  that  may  be  adopted  to  help 
groups  of  adult  men  and  women  who  are  endeavouring  to 
help  themselves  in  their  studies  and  discussions.  It  is  through 
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the  interests  that  we  have  carried  into  our  mature 
years  that  we  have  become  educated.  The  universities  have 
a  real  part  to  play  in  this  phase  of  education.  They  can 
help  by  expert  knowledge  and  guidance,  where  groups  which 
have  come  together  for  some  special  interest  ask  for  that 
guidance.  But,  to  be  successful,  these  groups  must  take  the 
main  responsibility  on  themselves.  The  outlook  is  very  hopeful 
that  this — the  real — area  of  education  is  not  to  be  left  un¬ 
cultivated. 

And  behind  the  whole  process  is  the  dynamic  impulse 
to  make  the  most  of  the  gifts  with  which  nature  has  endowed 
us,  in  order  that  we  may  play  a  real  part  in  our  life  and 
times.  We  shall  share  in  that  impulse  if,  and  only  if,  we 
keep  before  us,  in  Whitehead’s  words,  “a  habitual  vision  of 
greatness”.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  registrar’s  report,  the  number  of 
students  in  this  faculty  continued  to  fall,  particularly  as 
regards  men  and  all  students  registered  previously.  This  has 
been  felt  most  acutely  in  advanced  courses  in  the  humanities 
whereas  numbers  in  the  sciences  have  been  actually  rising. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  balance  will  be  restored  when  the 
war  is  over. 

The  faculty  has  taken  formal  action  in  the  following 
respects : 

It  decided  to  require  ’  students  to  withdraw  who  fail 
on  four  courses  in  April  as  well  as  those  who  fail  on  five  (a 
full  session’s  work). 

It  imposed  the  requirement  of  withdrawal  at  mid¬ 
session  of  all  students  who  fail  in  all  their  courses  at  that 
time  and,  as  well,  of  previously  registered  students  who  pass 
in  only  one  course  and  do  not  reach  an  average  of  40. 

It  continued  tests  of  mental  ability  of  freshmen.  The 
results  of  these  tests  are  being  studied  by  psychologists  and 
it  is  hoped  that  more  use  may  be  made  of  such  tests  with 
confidence  in  future. 

It  changed  the  admission  requirements  (except  for  vet¬ 
erans)  to  Grade  XIII  standing  in  English  and  in  three  or 
four  other  subjects.  Where  there  are  only  three  others,  third 
class  honours,  or  better,  must  be  obtained  in  at  least  three 
subjects  of  Grade  XIII. 

It  set  up  a  special  session  for  veterans  to  run  all  spring 
and  summer  to  cover  the  work  of  a  whole  regular  session. 
Such  courses  are  offered  as  are  needed  by  applicants. 

It  continued  the  study  of  post-war  problems,  giving 
special  attention  to  the  pass  course  and  to  teaching  methods 
in  the  humanities. 

The  faculty  deplores  the  loss  of  Professor  L.  F.  Goodwin 
after  the  proverbial  span  of  life  spent  in  the  service  of  science 
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and  of  the  university,  and  the  untimely  death  in  action  of 
Pilot  Officer  R.  W.  Smith,  former  curator  of  the  biological 
museum. 

Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  a  fruitful  year  and 
excellent  relations.  There  is  apparent  throughout  the  staff 
and  student  body  the  spirit  of  unprejudiced  enquiry  and  the 
desire  to  prepare  for  the  future  through  learning  wisely 
directed,  pursued  in  common  and  wisely  judged.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  COMMERCE  AND 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  Degree  Course 

The  numbers  of  students  registered  in  the  second  and 
third  years  of  the  commerce  course  are  roughly  the  same 
as  a  year  ago  but  the  number  in  final  year  has  continued  to 
decline.  This  is  inevitable  in  a  course  in  which  men  pre¬ 
dominate  so  heavily  (the  graduating  class  this  years  does 
not  boast  any  women  members)  and  at  a  time  when  virtually 
none  but  “category”  men  remain  at  college  through  their 
final  year.  Our  hope  must  be  that  the  final  year  classes  of  the 
next  few  years  will  be  swollen  by  the  return  of  those  who 
over  the  past  five  years  abandoned  their  uncompleted  studies 
to  take  up  arms. 

The  structure  of  the  course  leading  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Commerce  was  changed  by  the  Facutly  of  Arts 
as  from  September  1944,  to  place  somewhat  greater  emphasis 
on  mathematics,  a  three  year  sequence  of  classes  in  this 
subject  being  made  obligatory  instead  of  being,  as  hitherto, 
an  optional  alternative  to  a  similar  sequence  in  a  modern 
language. 

A  structural  change  of  importance  which  took  place 
during  the  year  was  the  elevation  of  the  industrial  relations 
section  of  the  school  of  the  status  of  a  separate  department 
in  the  Faculty  of  Arts.  This  has  not  affected  the  curricula 
of  the  school. 

Courses  for  Chartered  Accountants 

The  registration  in  these  courses  has  kept  up  throughout 
the  war  because  the  practising  firms  have  had  to  maintain 
their  staffs  to  cope  with  the  wartime  demands  upon  the  pro¬ 
fession  and  have  done  this  in  part  by  recruiting  successive 
waves  of  young  men  and  women  to  replace  those  lost  each 
year  to  national  service  and  the  armed  forces.  The  records 
for  1945  show  418  students  registered  in  one  or  other  of  the 
courses  for  the  first  time  as  compared  with  447  in  the  peak 
year  1942.  The  proportion  of  women  students,  which  rose 
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so  rapidly  from  1941  to  1944,  is  roughly  the  same  this  year 
as  last  (11  per  cent)  :  it  may  be  expected  to  fall  gradually 
from  now  on  as  former  male  students  are  discharged  from 
the  forces  in  increasing  numbers.  The  number  of  university 
graduates  starting  upon  a  career  in  accounting  is  22  this 
year  as  compared  with  8  last  year.  This  increase  must  be 
accidental  as  it  is  not  explicable  in  terms  of  national  man¬ 
power  policies. 

The  substitution  of  entirely  new  instruction  material  over 
a  substantial  part  of  the  fifth  year  (final)  course  was  under¬ 
taken  in  the  spring  of  1944  and  through  the  heavy  exertions 
of  the  accounting  members  of  the  staff  (assisted  by  the 
Board  of  Instruction  of  the  Institute)  the  new  material  was 
available  for  use  in  the  fall  term  of  that  year. 

Much  thought  has  been  given  during  the  past  year  by 
the  Institute  in  collaboration  with  the  staff  of  the  School  of 
Commerce  to  anticipation  of  the  educational  needs  of  return¬ 
ing  students  whose  studies  had  been  interrupted  by  enlist¬ 
ment.  Combination  courses  were  planned  for  some  categories, 
refresher  courses  for  others.  The  execution  of  these  plans  is 
nearing  completion,  and  already  12  returned  men  have  regist¬ 
ered  for  the  “combined”  final  course  and  two  for  the  first- 
year  refresher  course.  Much  satisfaction  can  be  derived 
from  this  work  for  ex-servicemen  but  it  adds  appreciably  to 
the  labours  of  administrative  and  teaching  staffs  which  have 
suffered  further  depletion  during  the  year. 

Banking  Courses 

There  is  no  marked  revival  of  demand  for  the  fellows’ 
course  which  the  university  conducts  on  behalf  of  the  C.B.A. 
Original  registrations  have  numbered  24  during  the  past 
year  as  compared  with  17  in  1943  and  20  in  1942.  However 
a  considerable  number  of  former  bank  officers  discharged 
from  the  services  have  resumed  the  studies  which  they  dropped 
at  the  time  of  their  enlistment.  Something  has  been  done 
during  this  “lull”  in  the  banking  courses  to  revise  and  ex¬ 
pand  the  instruction  material  but  much  still  remains  to  be 
undertaken  in  this  respect. 
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The  examinations  for  the  associates’  and  fellows’  diploma 
of  the  Canadian  Bankers’  Association  were  held  as  usual  in 
June  1944  and  January  of  this  year.  The  number  of  candi¬ 
dates  showed  some  improvement  over  prior  years  but  the 
most  gratifying  feature  was  the  high  quality  of  the  papers 
submitted  by  candidates  who  are  continuing  their  studies 
while  serving  in  the  armed  forces. 

Courses  for  The  Society  of  Industrial  and 
Cost  Accountants  of  Ontario 

These  courses  which  were  instituted  two  years  ago  have 
made  an  encouraging  growth  during  the  past  year  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  following  comparative  table :

In  all  three  of  the  professional  correspondence  courses 
increasing  difficulty  has  been  experienced  over  the  war  years 
in  maintaining  a  qualified  and  experienced  body  of  tutors. 
In  September  last  Mr.  C.  B.  Wade,  C.A.,  resigned  as  instructor 
in  the  institute  courses,  a  position  which  he  had  held  for  ten 
years,  and  in  November  Miss  Elizabeth  Sheldon,  B.Com., 
resigned  as  office  manager  and  assistant  after  making  a 
valuable  contribution  on  the  administrative  side.  Mr.  Wade 
has  not  been  replaced  but  Mrs.  Azelie  Clark,  B.A.,  B.Com., 
has  been  appointed  to  succeed  Miss  Sheldon  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  next  session.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF  LOCAL 

GOVERNMENT 

The  Institute  of  Local  Government  was  established  in 
July  1944  for  the  purpose  of  study  and  research  in  the  field 
of  local  government.  This  level  of  government,  which  is  of 
vital  importance  to  the  citizen,  has  not  been  given  intensive 
study  heretofore  in  Canadian  universities  with  the  result 
that  there  is  little  published  material  for  the  use  and  guidance 
of  students,  citizens,  civic  administrators  or  elected  repre¬ 
sentatives. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  institute  to  serve  as  a  clearing 
house  of  municipal  information  and  practices,  to  make 
thorough  studies  of  special  problems  of  local  government, 
and  to  provide  study  courses  for  those  actually  engaged  in 
civic  service  both  by  correspondence  and  by  conferences  or 
short  courses  at  the  university.  Such  a  programme  requires 
extensive  preliminary  work  as  will  be  appreciated  when  it  is 
realized  that  there  is  not  even  a  text  book  available  on  local 
government  in  Canada  for  the  use  of  intramural  students. 

A  publication  with  respect  to  the  local  government  system 
in  Ontario  has  been  completed  and  is  presently  in  the  course 
of  printing.  This  has  been  written  to  meet  the  need  of  the 

municipal  elected  representatives  who  today  have  no  source 

material,  except  the  voluminous  and  complex  statutes,  from 
which  to  learn  about  the  organization  which  they  are  elected 
to  operate.  A  study  of  the  employment  conditions  in  the  fire 
departments  in  urban  municipalities  in  Canada  is  well  under¬ 
way  which  should  be  of  value  to  municipal  employees,  the 
fire  fighting  forces,  and  the  public  as  well.  Working  conditions 
in  this  branch  of  public  employment  more  directly  affect  the 
morale  of  the  employees  than  in  probably  any  other.  Further 
investigations  of  the  many  pressing  problems  with  which 

municipal  bodies  are  concerned  and  the  problems  of  pro¬ 

vincial-municipal  relations  will  be  carried  on  during  the 
coming  year. 
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In  addition  to  intramural  instruction  considerable  work 
has  been  done  during  the  past  year  in  addressing  groups 
and  organizations  on  the  work  of  the  institute  and  on  muni¬ 
cipal  problems.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  APPLIED  SCIENCE 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  report  on  the 
fifty-second  session  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science. 

Registration 

During  the  past  session  there  were  enrolled  in  all  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  faculty  573  students.  The  decrease  of  about  70 
from  last  year  is  the  result  of  the  army  university  course  be¬ 
ing  discontinued. 

Within  the  faculty,  mechanical  and  electrical  engineering 
attract  the  largest  numbers  of  students,  though  there  are  in¬ 
dications  that  there  are  stronger  trends  to  civil  and  mining 
than  before. 

Academic  Courses 

In  May  of  1944  the  work  of  the  army  university  course 
was  rounded  off  by  giving  these  men  special  training  for 
about  a  month  in  engines,  electricity,  surveying  and  draft¬ 
ing  and  military  reports,  which  was  not  provided  in  the 
ordinary  work  of  the  first  year  engineering. 

A  summer  session  has  been  organized  to  provide  instruc¬ 
tion  in  first  year  work  for  men  being  released  from  the 
R.C.A.F.  The  course  will  start  on  April  9th  and  continue 
till  the  end  of  September.  About  fifty  men  will  be  enrolled. 

The  final  year  course  in  Ecomonics  I  was  organized  this 
year  so  that  Professor  J.  C.  Cameron,  as  last  year,  lectured 
for  two  hours  per  week  in  the  first  term  on  industrial  rela¬ 
tions  and  the  hours  in  the  second  term  were  filled  in  by 
special  lecturers.  Mr.  T.  D.  Slater,  barrister,  gave  five  lectures 
on  law  as  related  to  the  engineer.  Professor  K.  G.  Crawford 
of  the  department  of  local  government  gave  three  lectures 
on  the  relation  of  the  engineer  to  the  municipality. 

The  remaining  periods  were  provided  for,  through  the 
direct  efforts  of  Mr.  M.  N.  Hay  who  last  year  was  good 
enough  to  help  us  in  this  work.  The  different  lecturers  and 
their  subjects  were: 
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Mr.  W.  M.  Gifford,  Aluminum  Co.  of  Canada,  Toronto — Sales 
Problems. 

Mr.  H.  Martin,  Industrial  Engineer,  Wallace  Clark  Co.,  New  York — ■ 
Budget  Shop  Planning. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Parker,  Industrial  Engineer,  Wallace  Clark  Co.,  New 
York — Central  Planning. 

Mr.  B.  J.  McGuire,  Personnel  Dept.,  Aluminum  Co.  of  Canada, 
Kingston- — Personnel  Work. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Lank,  Vice-President,  Canadian  Industries  Ltd.,  Montreal 
— Development  of  Industry. 

Mr.  M.  N.  Hay,  Aluminum  Co.  of  Canada,  Montreal — Management 
Problems  for  Engineers. 

These  lectures  have  been  of  especial  value  in  that  they  bring 
before  the  students  of  the  fourth  year,  men  who  deal  directly 
with  the  problems  which  they  discuss  with  them.  It  is  a 
feature  which  our  relatively  remote  position  makes  very 
valuable  to  us.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all 
these  gentlemen  for  the  time  and  effort  which  they  have  so 
generously  devoted  to  help  us. 

Revision  of  Courses 

The  committee  under  Professor  H.  W.  Harkness,  charged 
with  the  revision  of  the  courses  offered  in  the  faculty,  have 
presented  their  report  for  the  first  year  and  now  are  nearly 
ready  with  that  for  the  second  year.  It  is  hoped  that  next 
year  the  third  and  fourth  year  courses  may  be  arranged  and 
the  whole  scheme  put  into  operation  the  year  following. 

Needs  of  the  Faculty 

The  need  for  adequate  accommodation  in  chemistry  which 
was  stressed  in  last  year’s  report  still  exists. 

There  is  need  for  more  accommodation  for  highway 
materials  testing  in  Carruthers  Hall.  The  required  space 
could  be  provided  by  using  the  space  between  Carruthers  and 
Fleming  Halls.  The  present  arrangement  of  doing  some 
work  in  the  sanitary  laboratory  and  bringing  up  to  Carruthers 
Hall  all  the  materials  to  be  tested  for  strength  is  not  satis¬ 
factory. 

The  next  few  years  will  probably  see  a  much  heavier 
load  placed  on  the  members  of  the  teaching  staff,  not  only 
for  instruction  but  to  carry  on  with  some  research  work. 
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The  most  effective  way  to  meet  this  difficulty  is  the  provision 
of  adequate  technical  assistance  in  the  various  departments, 
to  care  for  the  equipment,  set  up  apparatus,  and  possibly 
help  in  setting  up  equipment  for  research  work.  At  present 
these  tasks  are  almost  wholly  done  by  the  staff  members. 
On  the  whole  it  is  neither  efficiently  nor  expertly  done,  but  it 
does  take  a  tremendous  amount  of  time  which  would  more 
profitably  be  spent  upon  work  of  considerably  higher  grade. 
In  the  future  more  research  work  can  be  accomplished,  even 
with  our  present  staff,  if  they  are  freed  from  the  toilsome 
chores  which  can  be  better  done  by  a  technical  assistant. 

Closely  related  to  the  problem  of  reasearch  is  the  need 
for  graduate  scholarships,  especially  in  the  field  of  civil, 
electrical  and  mechanical  engineering,  for  which  no  graduate 
scholarships  are  specially  designated.  The  undergraduate 
teaching  will  be  stimulated  by  graduate  work  being  carried  on 
within  the  department.  Scholarships  will  be  of  immense  assis¬ 
tance  in  gaining  this  end. 

Student  Affairs 

The  freshman  induction  ceremony  was  held  again  last 
fall  and  was  extremely  well  conducted  by  the  officials  of  the 
Engineering  Society  and  of  the  various  years.  It  seemed  to 
be  thoroughly  enjoyed,  especially  the  visits  to  the  various 
laboratories  which  were  again  carried  out. 

Though  the  training  for  the  different  services  leaves 
practically  no  time  in  the  afternoon  for  the  students  to  gather 
as  a  whole,  yet  a  number  of  fine  meetings  were  arranged, 
often  in  connection  with  the  Engineering  Institute  of  Canada. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  very  helpful  cooperation  of 
Mr.  F.  B.  Lee,  president,  and  the  other  officers  of  the  Engin¬ 
eering  Society  in  matters  related  to  the  students.

These 
books  have  been  placed  in  Fleming  Hall.  The  rapid  expansion 
of  the  use  of  welding  makes  this  a  most  timely  and  valuable 
gift.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  generosity  of  the  Lincoln 
Foundation. 

Staff  Changes 

During  the  past  summer  this  faculty  and  the  university 
suffered  a  heavy  loss  in  the  death  of  Professor  L.  F.  Good¬ 
win,  for  many  years  professor  of  chemical  engineering.  He 
was  a  finely  trained  scholar  and  teacher  and  an  old  and  tried 
friend  whom  we  greatly  miss. 

Another  loss  incurred  by  the  faculty  was  the  retirement 
of  Professor  Manley  B.  Baker.  We  are  fortunate  that  his 
health  is  such  that  he  is  still  able  to  carry  on  as  curator  of 
the  museum.  He  has  been  a  member  of  this  faculty  from  its 
very  early  days  and  his  share  in  its  development  has  been  an 
outstanding  one. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  and 
aid  given  me  by  all  our  staff  in  dealing  with  our  problems 
during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  MEDICINE 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  for  the  session  1944-45. 

Curriculum 

The  curriculum  still  appears  somewhat  irregular  on 
account  of  the  continued  acceleration  of  the  senior  years 
and  the  return  to  pre-war  time  tables  in  the  earlier  years.  A 
convocation  accordingly  was  held  on  4th  May,  1944,  with  38 
students  graduating.

The  first  and  second  years  registered  during  the  past  session 
were  arranged  on  the  pre-war  timetable,  the  session  in  both 
cases  running  from  September  to  May.  The  remaining  years 
continued  on  the  accelerated  course.  Accordingly  the  third 
year  returned  in  August  to  undertake  the  work  of  the  second 
term.  The  successful  students  in  this  class  registered  in 
January  as  the  fourth  year.  The  fifth  year  registered  in 
September,  and  continued  till  March.  The  second  term  in 
the  sixth  year  began  in  September,  and  was  completed  in 
January.  Forty-two  students  graduated  at  convocation  on 
15th  February,  1945.  For  the  first  time  in  several  years 
this  ceremony  was  held  in  Grant  Hall. 

To  permit  in  due  course  the  establishment  of  the  sixth 
years  as  an  interne  year,  the  work  in  the  first  year  has  been 
re-arranged  and  now  includes  organic  chemistry. 


*These  two  years  consist  essentially  of  the  same  students. 
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Military  Training 

Compulsory  training  as  undertaken  in  the  faculty  con¬ 
sisted,  in  the  first  year,  of  the  standard  C.O.T.C.  schedule, 
and  in  the  second  and  third  years  of  basic  R.C.A.M.C.  train¬ 
ing.  The  clinical  years  received,  as  required,  generous  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  military  aspects  of  medicine.  Students  in  the  fifth 
and  sixth  years  were,  as  previously,  enlisted  in  the  R.C.A.M.C. 
(Active  Army.) 

Staff  Changes 

The  faculty  suffered  a  grievous  loss  in  the  death  on 
March  20,  1945,  of  Dr.  L.  J.  Austin.  Dr.  Austin  had  done 
no  teaching  during  the  present  year,  but  for  many  years 
he  had  been  an  outstanding  and  indeed  unique  personality 
in  the  faculty.  He  had  a  wealth  of  experience,  a  width  of 
interest  and  an  unbounded  energy,  all  of  which  he  un¬ 
grudgingly  placed  at  the  service  of  the  faculty,  the  student 
body  and  the  individual  student. 

Resignations:  Dr.  J.  R.  Third,  as  lecturer  in  medicine. 
Dr.  Third’s  retiral  breaks  a  valued  family  connection  of  many 
years’  standing;  Dr.  C.  M.  Crawford,  formerly  superintendent 
of  the  Ontario  Hospital,  as  associate  professor  of  psycho¬ 
pathology;  Dr.  L.  E.  Avery,  as  Richardson  fellow  in  clinical 
pathology;  Dr.  C.  A.  Bright,  as  clinical  assistant  in  medicine. 

Leave  of  absence:  Granted  Dr.  D.  S.  Puffer,  lecturer  in 
the  department  of  preventive  medicine,  to  undertake  duty  with 
the  Provincial  Department  of  Health  in  Toronto. 

Promotions:  Dr.  S.  W.  Houston,  acting  head  of  the  de¬ 
partment  of  surgery,  to  associate  professor;  Dr.  D.  W. 
Boucher,  from  assistant  professor  to  associate  professor  of 
surgery. 

Appointments:  Dr.  F.  D.  O’Connor  as  clinical  assistant 
in  the  department  of  medicine;  Dr.  J.  S.  Stewart,  superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  Ontario  Hospital,  as  clinical  assistant  in  psychiatry ; 
Dr.  Eleanor  Chaplin  and  Dr.  Clare  E.  Robinson  as  fellows 
in  medicine;  Dr.  N.  J.  B.  Wiggin,  Richardson  fellow  in 
clinical  pathology. 
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Active  Service :  A  total  of  eight  on  leave  from  the 
faculty  are  at  present  on  active  service.  Two  of  these,  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Colonels  Macdonnell  and  Doyle  have  been  promoted 
during  the  year.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Presley  A.  McLeod, 
demobilized  from  active  service,  resumed  his  duties  as  assis¬ 
tant  professor  of  gynaecology  and  obstetrics.  Two  former 
graduates  on  active  service  have  been  attached  for  a  course 
of  further  instruction  in  the  department  of  medicine.  They 
are  Captain  H.  M.  Campbell  and  Captain  C.  B.  Munro. 

Early  last  year  negotiations  were  undertaken  with  the 
Mother  Superior  and  staff  of  the  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital,  in  the 
hope  that  arrangements  might  be  made  to  have  clinical 
teaching  carried  out  in  that  hospital.  It  was  eventually 
agreed  that  small  wards  be  established  for  the  accommodation 
of  patients  who  would  be  available  for  teaching  purposes. 
These  wards  are  under  the  sole  charge  of  certain  members 
of  the  hospital  staff  who  are  also  members  of  the  faculty. 
One  such  ward  is  provided  in  each  of  the  departments  of 
surgery,  medicine  and  obstetrics,  and  the  members  of  staff 
responsible  therefor  are  respectively,  Dr.  B.  Roster,  Dr.  F. 
D.  O’Connor,  Dr.  F.  J.  O’Connor.  It  is  hoped  by  this  ar¬ 
rangement  to  add  materially  to  the  scope  of  clinical  instruction. 

Towards  the  end  of  October  a  three  day  post  graduate 
course  was  organized  and  provided  by  the  faculty.  It  was 
very  largely  attended  by  practitioners  from  the  district  around 
Kingston,  and  dealt  with  practically  all  aspects  of  clinical 
work.  Meetings  were  held  in  the  General  and  Hotel  Dieu 
Hospitals,  and  in  addition  to  the  faculty  staff  distinguished 
assistance  was  provided  by  leading  members  of  the  pro¬ 
fession  from  other  centres,  as  follows:

Dr.  N.  W.  Philpott,  Acting  Obstetrician  and  Gynaecologist-in-chief, 
Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Montreal. 

This  effort  must  be  considered  completely  satisfactory,  and 
will,  it  is  presumed,  be  repeated  in  future  years. 
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In  common  with  other  medical  schools,  the  faculty  has 
undertaken  to  be  responsible  for  providing  courses  of  in¬ 
struction  for  graduates  demobilized  from  the  forces.  The 
scheme  has  been  organized  at  the  instance  of  the  Canadian 
Medical  Procurement  and  Assignment  Board,  and  will  con¬ 
sist  of  short  courses  lasting  three  months  in  which  the  general 
fields  of  medical  practice  will  be  covered.  The  faculty  has 
further  undertaken  to  provide  specialist  instruction  for  a 
limited  number  of  candidates  in  all  its  clinical  and  even  its 
pre-clinical  departments.  It  is  evident  that  despite  the  dis¬ 
appearance  of  the  accelerated  course,  the  energies  of  the 
faculty  will  still  be  very  heavily  called  on,  and  it  may  be  that 
the  work  which  will  have  to  be  undertaken  may  suggest  the 
directions  in  which  it  is  desirable  that  the  future  policy  of 
the  faculty  should  proceed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  WOMEN 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  1944-45. 

The  number  of  women  entering  the  university  last 
autumn  for  the  first  time  was  167,  an  increase  of  27%  over 
the  previous  year.  In  all,  there  were  377  women  enrolled: 
3  in  M.A.  courses,  12  in  medicine,  5  in  science,  and  357  in 
arts  including  19  in  the  course  in  nursing  science. 

The  compulsory  war  training  programme  in  first  term 
included  films  from  the  National  Film  Board  and  five  special 
speakers:  Dr.  U.  N.  Macdonnell,  Dr.  Ettinger,  Miss  Johns, 
B.H.S.,  Principal  R.  C.  Wallace,  Capt.  Chalke,  R.C.A.M.C. 
In  second  term,  courses  in  first  aid  or  in  home  nursing  were 
taken  by  135  first  year  students.  Voluntary  war  service  has 
been  rendered  in  many  ways,  including  hospital  ward  work; 
military  hospital  visiting ;  Red  Cross  workroom ;  canteens  and 
soldiers’  entertainment  centres ;  community  work  through 
church  and  synagogue,  children’s  aid  and  public  library; 
olood  donor  clinic.  The  Red  Cross  corps  again  functioned 
actively  with  Miss  Marion  Ross  as  commandant.  Many 
students  increased  their  usefulness  through  K.C.V.I.  evening 
classes. 

Levana  members  have  contributed  a  great  deal  that  is 
fundamentally  worthwhile  to  the  campus  activities :  war  aid 
projects,  sports,  music,  drama,  student  clubs  and  societies, 
and  social  functions.  In  one  respect  the  judgment  of  a 
group  of  undergraduates  was  poor,  and  involved  a  small 
number  of  women  in  commercial  advertising,  not  as  in¬ 
dividuals  but  as  Queen’s  students.  This  is  so  far  from  the 
Queen’s  tradition  that  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  not  occur  in 
future  years. 

Residence  accommodation  was  increased  by  the  opening 
of  Matheson  House  to  17  students.  Mrs.  D.  M.  Chown  under¬ 
took  the  difficult  task  of  furnishing  this  house,  and  to  her 
and  Mrs.  C.  H.  McCuaig  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  their  hard 
work  in  getting  it  ready  for  student  occupation  last  autumn. 
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Rooms  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  were  rearranged  to  accommo¬ 
date  70  students  this  session,  so  that  with  the  five  houses 
167  were  in  residence.  Another  119  came  in  from  lodgings 
for  full  or  partial  board.  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  faculty 
members  and  citizens  who  are  helping  to  meet  the  emergency 
of  these  years  by  taking  students  into  their  homes. 

A  health  office  was  opened  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  this  session 
with  Miss  L.  Horwood,  Reg.N.,  as  resident  nurse.  She  has  set 
a  high  standard  for  this  necessary  and  invaluable  service.  We 
have  had  helpful  cooperation  in  every  way  from  the  uni¬ 
versity  medical  officers. 

Dr.  M.  M.  Gibb  has  put  the  university  further  in  her 
debt  by  again  giving  her  services  as  honorary  warden  of  the 
French  House.  Her  influence  and  enthusiasm  as  a  scholar  and 
educator  have  enriched  the  thinking  and  outlook  of  a  large 
number  of  students. 

During  the  summer  school  the  residences  were  filled  to 
capacity.  We  had  19  French  Canadian  teachers  distributed 
through  the  houses,  and  we  held  15  places  in  Goodwin  House 
for  Miss  Phillips’  students  in  handicrafts  and  school  art. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  capable 
and  untiring  services  of  Miss  A.  Theal  as  house  manager 
in  Ban  Righ  Hall;  of  the  assistance  and  support  given  me 
by  the  wardens  and  student  executives,  by  the  Ban  Righ 
board,  and  by  many  members  of  the  university.

of  the  Normal  School,  Edmonton. 

There  were  two  significant  innovations.  A  biological 
station  was  established  on  Lake  Opinicon,  where  a  course  in 
economic  vertebrate  zoology  was  given  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  H.  W.  Curran.  It  is  hoped  that  this  important  enter¬ 
prise  will  develop  steadily.  With  the  generous  aid  of  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  of  the  Carnegie 
Corporation,  a  School  of  English  for  Frenchspeaking  students 
from  the  Province  of  Quebec  was  established.  Of  these 
students  the  majority  were  religious  and  lay  teachers.  The 
school  was  in  charge  of  Professor  Henry  Alexander,  who 
gave  a  course  in  the  history,  structure  and  idiom  of  the 
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English  language.  Dr.  Donalda  Dickie  gave  a  course  in 
project  methods  in  education,  with  practical  demonstrations 
with  a  model  class.  Small  conversation  groups  were  designed 
to  give  practice  in  spoken  English,  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  Alexander  and  the  following  tutors:  Dr.  Margaret 
Gibb,  Miss  Ruth  Barker,  Miss  Genevieve  Beneteau,  Miss 
Yolande  Beneteau,  Mr.  John  Manning.  The  students  of  the 
school  were  quartered  in  the  residences  or  with  selected 
Kingston  families.  Apart  from  the  progress  made  in  the 
language,  a  very  important  feature  of  this  project  was  the 
cordial  feeling  engendered  between  the  English  and  French 
groups  on  the  campus. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  school  of  English,  scholarships 
were  awarded  to:  Sister  Mary  of  Nazareth,  Miss  Aline  Le 
Sage,  Mr.  Joseph  Vezina,  and  Mr.  Jules  Nols. 

The  department  of  drama  presented  a  bill  of  short  plays, 
a  festival  of  poetry,  and  a  full-length  play,  Ladies  in  Retire¬ 
ment  (under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Angus),  to  crowded  houses. 
The  department  of  art  gave  an  unusually  fine  exhibit  of 
students’  work,  a  feature  of  which  was  the  egg  tempera 
technique  supervised  by  Mr.  Atkins.  Professor  Alford  gave 
an  able  appreciation,  at  a  public  meeting,  of  the  paintings 
acquired  by  the  university  under  the  Queen’s  University 
Art  Foundation.  The  department  of  music  presented  an 
opera  night  at  which  Purcell’s  Dido  and  Aeneas  and  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan’s  Trial  by  Jury  were  features;  and  an  orchestral 
concert  which  included  a  Haydn  symphony,  and  concertos 
for  piano  and  clarinet  with  orchestra,  in  which  Professor 
Harrison  and  Mr.  Bell  were  soloists. 

Awards  for  original  work  by  students  were  as  follows: 
in  drama,  Mr.  Kenneth  Phin  of  Whitby,  Miss  Lenore  Osborne 
of  Cartierville,  Que.,  and  Miss  Nora  Mooney,  of  Winnipeg; 
in  art,  Miss  Martha  Harrower  of  Sudbury;  in  music,  Miss 
Florence  Biltcliffe  of  Barrie,  Ontario. 

The  handicraft  classes,  under  Miss  Phillips,  attracted 
favourable  attention  and  gave  an  interesting  exhibition  of 
work. 
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The  Summer  School  Association,  under  the  able  presi¬ 
dency  of  Miss  May  Mead  of  Regina,  provided  a  varied  pro¬ 
gramme  of  social  and  athletic  diversions.  Particular  notice 
should  be  given  to  the  generous  contribution  of  the  summer 
school  of  1944  to  the  scholarship  fund. 

The  following  suggestions  are  respectfully  offered  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Faculty  of 
Arts: 

i.  the  incorporation  of  the  handicraft  classes  into  the  School  of 
the  Fine  Arts,  and  the  consequent  change  of  title  to  the  School 
of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts,  or  the  School  of  the  Arts. 

ii.  the  addition  of  ballet  (including  class-methods  in  folk  dance, 
etc.)  to  the  curriculum  of  the  School  of  the  Fine  Arts. 

iii.  increased  publicity  for  the  awards  for  original  work  in  the 
School  of  the  Fine  Arts. 

iv.  newspaper  publicity  for  the  School  of  English  to  attract  the 
attention  of  business  and  professional  personnel,  as  well  as 
teachers. 

v.  such  modifications  in  Art  1  and  Music  1  that,  without  basic 
change,  optional  features  could  meet  the  needs  of  (a)  students 
taking  the  courses  for  degree  credit,  (b)  students  in  the  School 
of  the  Fine  Arts  who  wish  to  emphasize  appreciation  more  than 
history  and  analysis,  (c)  students  concerned  with  pedagogical 
applications. 

vi.  offering  non-credit  refresher  courses  in  (perhaps)  English, 
French,  history  for  secondary  school  teachers,  based  upon  the 
curricula,  and  given  by  teachers  of  distinction  in  the  respective 
fields.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  UNIVERSITY 

EXTENSION 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Department 
of  University  Extension  for  the  academic  year  ending  March 
31,  1945. 

Extramural  Courses 

While  the  number  of  civilian  students  registered  shows 
only  a  slight  increase,  a  larger  number  of  students  on  active 
service  have  registered  for  our  courses.  During  the  summer 
of  1944  there  were  873  students  registered;  in  the  summer 
school  of  1944  there  were  420  students;  and  in  the  winter 
of  1944-45  there  were  1051.  During  the  year  there  were  31 
students  taking  Grade  XIII  courses  and  there  were  173 
students  on  active  service  overseas.  There  are  three  sessions 
during  a  year  and  as  some  students  register  in  the  three 
sessions  our  total  registration  for  1944-45  was  2009. 

Of  the  2009  students  registered  1279  were  men  and  730 
women.  Those  on  active  service,  both  overseas  and  in  Canada, 
number  877  men  and  102  women.  In  addition  there  were  some 
prisoners  of  war  taking  courses,  but  no  figures  are  available 
at  the  present  time. 

Comparative  figures  for  the  past  five  years  are  as 
follows :

We  continue  to  draw  the  majority  of  our  civilian  students 
from  Eastern  Ontario  and  the  Province  of  Quebec,  but  with 
a  goodly  number  continuing  to  come  to  us  from  Alberta. 
The  registration  from  the  eastern  provinces  and  Saskatchewan 
has  fallen  off  considerably  in  the  past  few  years. 

There  are  over  two  hundred  regular  examination  centres 
established  in  Canada  (from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific), 
United  States  and  Newfoundland  where  our  students  write 
examinations  three  times  a  year.  In  addition  there  are  centres 
in  most  of  the  camps  in  Canada,  Newfoundland,  and  Labra- 
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dor.  In  almost  every  case  the  education  officer  takes  charge 
of  the  examinations  and  conducts  them  under  university 
regulations  as  at  our  regular  centres.  We  have  found  the 
commanding  officers  very  cooperative  in  all  cases.  However, 
sometimes  difficulty  is  experienced  in  locating  the  candidate. 
For  example  the  man  is  often  moved  after  all  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  him  to  write.  On  occasion  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  a  man  to  write  on  the  west  and  east 
coasts  during  the  same  examination  period.  Even  under  these 
conditions  we  feel  quite  sure  that  the  examinations  are 
written  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  university  regulations. 

While  a  great  number  of  service  personnel  register  for 
courses  not  many  in  proportion  come  to  the  point  of  writing 
examinations.  Those  who  complete  all  the  work  do  remark¬ 
ably  well  when  we  consider  the  difficulties  under  which  they 
have  to  study.  Some  of  the  most  promising  students  have 
proceeded  overseas  and  they  are  always  advised  to  make 
contact  with  Dr.  Chatwin’s  office  in  England  where  arrange¬ 
ments  will  be  made  for  them  to  continue  their  courses.  Re¬ 
quests  for  registration  and  books  have  come  from  as  far 
away  as  Iceland,  Ceylon,  and  the  Mediterranean  forces.  One 
man  having  registered  in  Italy,  and  now  being  returned  to 
Canada,  is  continuing  his  Greek  course.  Outlines  and  text 
books  have  been  sent  directly  to  some  of  our  graduates  who 
are  prisoners  of  war. 

Canadian  Legion  Educational  Services  Overseas  report  a 
few  examinations  written  and  credit  has  been  given  these 
students.  No  report  has  been  received  on  the  prisoners  of 
war  courses  or  examinations  although  we  have  received  a 
few  exercises  for  correction  which  have  not  been  sent  to  the 
University  of  London  (England). 

We  have  cooperated  with  the  Canadian  Legion  Edu¬ 
cational  Services  in  setting  up  a  Khaki  University.  Over  two 
thousand  sets  of  outlines  have  been  prepared  and  sent  to 
Ottawa  for  shipment  overseas.  The  technical  supplies  store 
has  been  asked  to  supply  the  texts  for  which  the  Canadian 
Legion  Educational  Services  will  pay. 
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Film  Library 

Our  film  library  has  been  increased  in  the  past  year.  A 
film  council  and  a  volunteer  projection  service  have  been  set 
up  and  much  valuable  assistance  is  expected  from  these  two 
groups.  The  projectionists  have  been  trained  by  one  of  the 
National  Film  Board  field  supervisors.  The  National  Film 
Board  have  appointed  us  as  a  regional  library  and  we  will 
be  expected  to  service  the  district  from  Port  Hope  to  Corn¬ 
wall.  A  much  larger  number  of  films  will  be  deposited  with 
us  which  will  mean  that  we  must  have  more  accommodation. 
Our  office  is  very  badly  overcrowded. 

This  past  year  we  have  been  sending  films  occasionally  to 
Port  Hope,  Peterborough,  Brockville,  Napanee,  and  a  fairly 
large  number  to  Belleville.  Most  of  the  active  organizations 
in  Kingston  have  used  the  projector  and  films,  not  once  but 
many  times  during  the  past  year. 

Short  Courses  on  Rural  Cooperation  and  Leadership 

In  cooperation  with  the  Ontario  Federation  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  a  short  course  on  rural  cooperation  and  leadership 
was  held  at  Queen’s  University  from  December  26  -  30,  1944, 
inclusive.  Mr.  Wesley  Neelands,  Ontario  Secretary  of  the 
Farm  Radio  Forum,  a  graduate  of  Queen’s,  acted  as  director 
of  the  courses  and  I  acted  as  secretary-treasurer.  Eighty- 
eight  young  people  from  Eastern  Ontario  attended  the  courses, 
the  men  being  housed  in  the  gymnasium  and  the  women  in 
Goodwin  House.  Meals  were  served  to  both  groups  at  the 
cafeteria  of  the  Students’  Union.  Speakers  were  from  Queen’s 
and  the  various  cooperative  companies  in  Ontario. 

Extension  Lectures 

Series  of  lectures  have  been  arranged  during  the  year 
for  the  camps  in  the  district, — Vimy,  Barriefield,  Collins  Bay, 
Trenton,  Belleville,  Deseronto, — as  well  as  individual  lectures 
for  various  groups  in  and  around  Kingston.  The  members 
of  staff  have  been  very  cooperative  in  most  instances,  but 
in  a  few  cases  we  have  been  forced  to  call  on  speakers  other 
than  staff  members.  This  department  looked  after  the  ad- 
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vertising  for  the  Monday  night  series  of  public  lectures  and 
the  series  on  Scottish  Literature. 

Concerts 

Assistance  was  given  to  Mrs.  F.  L.  Harrison  and  the 
concert  committee  in  arranging  the  series  of  concerts.  Tickets 
were  sold  and  seats  booked  at  this  office. 

Conferences 

The  department  assisted  in  making  arrangements  for 
the  conference  on  Development  and  Planning  for  Eastern 
Ontario  and  the  Lake  Ontario  Fisheries  Research  Conference. 
Secretarial  work  was  carried  on  for  both  conferences. 

Other  Adult  Education  Activities 

Assistance  has  been  given  to  Citizens'  Forum  Listening 
Groups  and  study  material  has  been  distributed  for  some  of 
these  groups.  We  have  assisted  other  groups  from  time  to 
time. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
members  of  my  department,  and  especially  to  Miss  Mary 
Andrews,  for  their  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  upon  the 
work  of  the  university  library. 

Order  Department 

The  number  of  volumes  ordered  during  the  year  was 
1805,  and,  in  addition,  orders  were  placed  for  the  volumes 
and  the  periodicals  required  by  the  industrial  relations  sec¬ 
tion.  The  extramural  work  was  heavier  than  usual:  87  new 
deposits  were  received,  for  a  total  amount  of  $255 ;  36  deposits 
were  refunded ;  and  659  books  were  sent  out. 

The  report  of  the  assistant  dealing  with  inter-library 
loans  is  that  71  volumes  were  sent  to  other  libraries;  177 
volumes  were  borrowed  for  use  in  the  university;  22  micro¬ 
films  and  20  photostats  were  obtained  for  students  and  staff 
members  doing  advanced  research  work.  Gifts  were  received 
and  acknowledged  from  141  donors,  and  exchange  material 
from  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  the  Carnegie  Institute 
for  International  Peace.  Subscriptions  were  entered  for  42 
new  periodicals,  while  12  old  subscriptions  were  cancelled.  Of 
the  new  periodicals  17  were  for  the  local  government  depart¬ 
ment.  The  bindery  dealt  with  over  900  volumes,  sewed,  re¬ 
paired  and  bound;  made  119  pamphlet  covers,  and  repaired 
or  mounted  59  pictures  and  prints. 

The  order  department  also  prepared  financial  statements 
and  monthly  lists  of  books  received  in  the  library,  while 
parcels  were  received  and  distributed  from  12  libraries  as 
“medical  exchange”. 

Cataloguing  Department 

Miss  Marjorie  Sherlock,  head  cataloguer,  reports  as 
follows : 

“During  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  routine  work  of  the 
department,  the  statistics  of  which  accompany  this  report, 
various  other  undertakings  were  begun  or  carried  through : — 
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“In  July  the  checklist  for  the  supplement  of  the  Union  List  of 
Serials  was  checked, 

“In  September  complete  departmenal  library  catalogues  were  made 
for  the  physics  and  local  government  departments.  The  former  entailed 
the  accessioning  and  preparation  of  approximately  300  volumes  formerly 
shelved,  uncatalogued,  in  the  physics  department. 

“Figures  were  prepared  for  a  statistical  graph,  showing  the  hold¬ 
ings  of  the  library  by  class,  and  giving  a  break-down  of  library  pur¬ 
chasing  form  1932-1945. 

“The  remainder  of  the  books  sent  by  Dr.  Lome  Pierce  were  cata¬ 
logued;  and  the  preliminary  typing  for  part  I  of  the  projected  Lome 
Pierce  bibliography  was  done  by  Mrs.  McLeod. 

“A  revision  of  the  subject  headings  in  the  catalogue  to  bring  them 
up  to  date  with  the  new  Library  of  Congress  Subject  Heading  List ,  was 
begun  in  August  by  Mrs.  Williams,  and  is  being  carried  on  by  Miss 
Farquharson.  This  will  necessarily  be  a  lengthy  process,  to  be  continued 
over  a  period  of  many  months,  but  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  have  it  under 
way”. 

The  department  placed  4179  volumes  upon  the  accession 
book;  catalogued  2620  volumes;  classified  2700  volumes;  and 
wrote  14,500  cards.  It  is  hoped  that  the  completion  of  the 
cataloguing  of  books  in  the  stack  room  of  Miller  Hall  will 
be  undertaken  within  the  next  few  months. 

Circulation  Department 

The  number  of  volumes  issued  from  the  circulation  de¬ 
partment  for  home  use  during  the  year  was  26,848.  In 
addition  1034  books  were  issued  for  reference.  These  figures 
show  a  slight  decrease  from  the  issues  for  1943-44,  but  the 
number  of  registered  borrowers  decreased  by  147  (from 
1581  to  1434),  and  a  slight  lessening  of  the  use  of  the  library 
in  all  departments  has  followed.  The  decrease  in  borrowers 
has  been  divided  as  follows:  armed  forces,  36;  graduates 
and  teachers,  15;  students,  105.  Against  that  we  have  to 
set  an  increase  of  9  in  members  of  the  staff. 

Reserved  Books 

The  total  number  of  volumes  issued  from  the  reserved 
book  desk  was  27,614,  together  with  1,565  periodicals.  This  is 
a  considerable  decrease  from  pre-war  issues,  reflecting  the 
smaller  number  of  students,  and  especially  the  decline  in 
classes  in  commerce.  The  C.O.T.C.  books  were  removed  from 
the  reserved  shelves  and  returned  to  the  orderly  room. 
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The  Canadian  Institute  of  International  Affairs  sent  us 
a  travelling  exhibit  of  books  last  December.  This  was  a 
source  of  interest  to  many  students. 

Weapons  and  badges  from  Italy  and  from  the  western 
front  were  exhibited  in  a  case  in  the  reading  room.  The 
majority  of  these  articles  were  sent  to  us  by  Major  Eric 
Harrison. 

Reference  Department  and  Government  Documents 

This  department  received  6019  documents,  circulated 
2011  documents,  and  catalogued  over  1000  volumes.  790 
additions  were  made  to  the  vertical  file,  720  “search”  ques¬ 
tions  were  answered  (that  is,  questions  involving  extended 
search  on  the  part  of  the  assistant)  and  442  “reference”  ques¬ 
tions,  involving  the  use  of  several  books.  No  account  is  kept 
of  the  hundreds  of  questions  asked  that  come  under  the 
catagory  of  “Information,  please”. 

The  library  now  has  a  complete  collection  of  Statutes 
and  Revised  Statutes  of  each  of  the  Canadian  provinces.  Im¬ 
portant  additions  have  been  made  to  the  collection  of  docu¬ 
ments,  including  two  eighteenth  century  publications  of  the 
United  States  Census ,  and  a  large  number  of  important 
publications  from  the  Government  of  Quebec.  The  enormously 
increased  number  of  publications  issued  by  the  Canadian 
and  United  States  governments  and  dealing  with  the  war 
is  responsible  for  the  increased  congestion  in  the  documents 
tower.  Miss  Ireland  reports:  “Considerable  re-arranging  of 
shelves  of  documents  has  been  done,  but  it  is  not  possible  to 
make  any  noticeable  progress  in  arrangement  until  more 
room  can  be  provided. 

“A  wide  variety  of  reference  questions  has  been  answered. 
Frequent  requests  have  come  from  librarians  at  the  Nylon 
and  at  the  Aluminum  plants  for  information  on  such  subjects 
as  the  manufacture  of  synthetic  rubber  in  Canada ;  the  boiling 
point  and  atmospheric  pressure  of  methyl  alcohol;  the  world 
production  of  petroleum;  the  composition  of  tap  water;  the 
production  of  plastics  in  the  United  States  and  Canada;  the 
chemical  composition  of  hair;  the  salt  deposits  in  Canada. 
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“All  branches  of  the  armed  services  have  continued  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  reference  service  provided  by  the 
library.  Help  has  been  given  them  in  obtaining  material  on 
such  questions  as:  the  future  of  the  Canadian  army;  what 
to  do  with  Germany;  origins  and  present  activities  of  the 
U.N.R.R.A. ;  the  total  strength  of  the  Canadian  army;  a 
chronology  of  the  war  in  the  Pacific”. 

Vertical  file.  Of  the  790  additions  to  the  vertical  file  the 
largest  proportion  has  been  on  the  war  and  on  post-war 
subjects.  There  are  about  20  subdivisions  under  the  heading 
of  World  War  and  Reconstruction. 

The  art  room  has  been  in  almost  constant  use.  Miss 
Ireland  and  her  helpers  have  kept  the  collection  in  order  and 
the  catalogues  up  to  date. 

Some  progress  also  has  been  made  with  the  preparation 
of  the  catalogue  of  maps.  329  cards  have  been  prepared. 
The  loss  of  Mrs.  Cranfield,  who  rejoined  her  husband,  was 
severely  felt. 

Gifts 

The  past  year  has  been  notable  for  the  interesting  and 
important  gifts  that  we  have  received.  I  may  mention  es¬ 
pecially  the  various  donations  of  Mr.  Edwin  Horsey;  the 
books  of  Elizabeth  McArthur,  of  Wolfe  Island ;  the  important 
and  valuable  gift  of  Dr.  H.  R.  Willoughby;  the  Harry  Here¬ 
ford  donation  of  old  Books  for  Children;  the  smaller  but 
important  gifts  from  the  Misses  Rutherford,  and  Mr.  Edmund 
Tett,  of  Newboro.  Books  from  the  Queen’s  Art  Foundation 
included  the  three  volumes  of  The  Casket,  an  album  into 
which  the  owner,  Mrs.  Walter  Hawkins,  had  collected  a 
number  of  manuscript  contributions,  water-colours,  draw¬ 
ings,  and  autographs,  of  a  varied  and  valuable  nature. 

Dr.  Lome  Pierce  has  continued  his  gifts  and  has  sent  to 
us  the  important  Bliss  Carman  collection,  which  is  probably 
of  a  splendid  collection  of  postage  stamps,  the  bequest  of 
among  the  best  in  existence.  I  may  note  also  the  receipt 
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Dr.  Austin.  These  await  some  means  of  showing  them  with 
safety. 

Stocks  of  Books 

During  the  year  we  added  1955  volumes  by  purchase; 
obtained  through  exchange  49  volumes;  and  by  gift  1100 
volumes.  226  volumes  were  added  from  the  physics  depart¬ 
ment;  84  volumes,  not  previously  catalogued,  came  from 
Miller  Hall ;  a  collection  of  pamphlets  and  small  volumes  that 
had  been  bound  together  was  broken  up,  giving  us  193 
volumes.  From  our  duplicate  stock  610  volumes  were  added 
to  the  shelves:  but  against  these  we  withdrew  from  circula¬ 
tion,  or  regarded  as  lost,  740  volumes.  Our  stock  of  books 
reported  in  March,  1944,  was  207,880  volumes.  I  now  report 
a  total  of  211,357  volumes.  About  10,000  of  these  are  included 
in  the  abovementioned  duplicate  stock,  (that  is,  books  suit¬ 
able  for  exchange,  old  and  obsolete  books,  and  volumes  held 
in  reserve  for  possible  replacement.)  Our  stock  of  active 
books  on  the  shelves  of  the  Douglas  Library  and  of  the  de¬ 
partmental  libraries  is  just  over  200,000:  this  total  includes 
the  bound  documents. 

Issue  of  Books 

Having  regard  to  the  reported  decrease  in  the  number  of 
our  borrowers,  which  has  followed  the  drop  in  the  number 
of  students  attending  the  university,  the  lessened  issue  of 
books  is  no  matter  for  surprise.  Actually  the  total  (apart 
from  the  drop  in  reserved  book  issues)  is  very  little  lower 
than  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  total  issue  was  made  up 
as  follows:

Staff 

Almost  all  departments  during  the  year  suffered  changes 
in  personnel.  From  the  cataloguing  department  Miss  Sadie 
Lee  and  Mrs.  Kenneth  Clark  (the  former  Miss  Betty  Mac¬ 
donald)  have  gone.  Miss  Kelley  has  taken  the  place  of  the 
one  and  Miss  Helen  Farquharson  of  the  other.  A  resignation 
even  more  severely  felt  was  that  of  Miss  Nora  Brooks.  She 
had  been  in  the  library  since  1926  and  in  the  cataloguing 
department  since  1928.  Her  accuracy,  initiative,  punctuality 
and  unfailing  memory  made  her  one  of  the  most  valued 
members  of  the  staff.  Mrs.  Williams,  who  replaced  her,  gave 
us  six  months  excellent  service,  and  when  she  rejoined  her 
husband,  her  place  was  taken  by  Mrs.  McLeod,  who  did  not 
allow  us  unduly  to  feel  the  loss.  The  reference  department 
lost  the  services  of  Mrs.  Cranfield,  who  was  greatly  regretted. 
Miss  Elizabeth  Edwards,  from  McMaster  Library,  has  re¬ 
cently  taken  her  place.  In  the  order  department  Miss  Kelley’s 
transfer  has  occasioned  another  temporary  appointment,  that 
of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Mascall,  a  cheerful  and  efficient  addition. 
Miss  Gibson,  in  charge  of  the  library  for  medicine  and  biology, 
has  suffered  greatly  from  ill-health  and  her  absence  from 
work  has  necessitated  frequent  supply  from  the  staff  of  the 
Douglas  Library.  Our  binder,  Mrs.  Brennan,  resigned  in 
February;  since  which  time  much  useful  upkeep  work  has 
remained  undone. 

Work  in  general  has  been  carried  on  at  a  high  level  and 
in  spite  of  difficulties.  The  librarian  desires  to  thank  all 
the  members  of  the  library  staff  for  their  excellent  spirit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SCIENTIFIC 

RESEARCH 

The  committee  present  the  following  report.  As  in  the 
past  few  years,  important  war  researches  are  being  carried 
on  in  university  laboratories,  and  many  of  our  graduates 
continue  to  do  distinguished  work  in  this  field. 

During  the  year,  the  Government  of  Ontario  made  a  gift 
to  the  university  of  a  large  sum  of  money,  part  of  which  was 
to  be  spent  on  research,  particularly  in  relation  to  the  de¬ 
velopment  and  conservation  of  our  natural  resources.  The 
committee  wish  to  express  their  deep  appreciation  of  this 
constructive  action  on  the  part  of  the  government. 

Very  good  use  is  being  made  of  this  gift  in  the  purchase 
of  equipment  for  some  of  our  laboratories,  and  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  biological  station,  which  has  already  done  valuable 
work. 

We  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact,  however,  that  uni¬ 
versities  are  the  organizations  mainly  responsible  for  funda¬ 
mental  or  speculative  research.  This  is  the  most  important 
and  practical  of  all  types  of  research;  the  future  depends 
on  it.  We  have  lost  so  much  leeway  in  the  war  that  its  re¬ 
sumption  is  of  pressing  and  vital  importance.  It  provides 
also  the  best  means  we  have  of  training  research  investigators. 
For  the  successful  prosecution  of  fundamental  research,  our 
laboratories  need  more  funds,  and  many  more  technical 
assistants. 

The  committee  have  drawn  on  the  Richardson  research 
fund  to  a  considerable  extent  during  the  past  year.  The 
gifts  made  by  Mrs.  Richardson  have  been  very  much  ap¬ 
preciated  by  the  committee  and  members  of  staff. 

The  skill  and  craftsmanship  of  our  instrument  maker, 
Mr.  R.  D.  Bradfield,  are  well  known  far  outside  the  boundaries 
of  the  university.  There  can  be  but  few  men  in  Canada  who 
have  these  qualities  to  the  same  degree;  the  committee  know 
of  none. 
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Reports  from  individual  members  of  staff  follow: — 

Dr.  L.  G.  Berry  has  investigated  certain  incompletely 
known  minerals,  particularly  with  the  x-ray.  The  following 
minerals  have  been  investigated :  nagyagite,  a  sulpho-telluride 
of  lead  and  gold ;  fuchsite  and  mariposite ;  cornetite,  a  hydrous 
copper  phosphate. 

Dr.  E.  M.  Boyd's  investigations  included  a  study  of  the 
excretion  of  sulphonamides  in  respiratory  tract  fluid,  a  com¬ 
parative  study  of  urinary  acidifiers  and  diuretics,  the  ex¬ 
pectorant  action  of  iodides,  ipecacuanha,  essential  oils,  balsams 
and  the  so-called  expectorant  glycosides. 

Prof.  E.  L.  Bruce  reports  the  following  researches  for 
the  department  of  geology : 

(i)  Field  study  and  laboratory  investigations  on  the 
structural  geology  of  an  area  west  of  Missanabie  north-east 
of  Lake  Superior. 

(ii)  With  Peter  Ginn.  Detailed  study  of  the  structure 
and  petrology  of  a  mass  of  ultrabasic  rocks  east  of  Lochalsh 
in  Northern  Ontario. 

This  study  is  of  interest  both  scientifically  in  its  bearing 
on  the  origin  of  ultrabasic  rocks,  and  economically  since  the 
rocks  studied  contain  a  high  content  of  magnesium. 

(iii)  E.  R.  Rose  completed  a  report  on  the  geology  and 
mineral  deposits  of  Mings  Bight  area,  Newfoundland. 

(iv)  Earl  Abraham  investigated  certain  rocks  of  doubt¬ 
ful  origin  from  the  Little  Long  Lac  area. 

Prof.  0.  A.  Carson  has  done  considerable  work  of  a 
preliminary  nature  on  zinc  die  casting  alloys.  The  aluminum 
zinc  and  magnesium  zinc  alloys  have  been  investigated  by 
gravity  die  casting  in  graphic  moulds. 

Dr.  W.  F.  Connell  reports  the  following  researches  for 
the  department  of  medicine: 

(i)  Clinical  and  biochemical  studies  of  thiouracil  therapy 
in  thyrotoxicosis;  Dr.  Connell  and  Dr.  E.  M.  Boyd. 
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(ii)  Renal  clearance  studies  in  cases  of  hypertension 
(Mannitol  and  PAH  technique)  ;  Dr.  Connell  and  Dr.  R  .G. 
Sinclair. 

(iii)  studies  on  thiocyanates;  Dr.  Connell,  Dr.  Clare 
Robinson  and  Mr.  Neuman. 

(iv)  Studies  on  metabolic  changes  and  blood  oestrogens 
in  clinical  cases  of  hypertension;  Dr.  G.  K.  Wharton  and 
Mr.  Mcllveen. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Curran  reports  that  during  the  summer  of 
1944,  fisheries  investigations  were  initiated  at  the  Queen’s 
University  biological  station  at  Lake  Opinicon.  These  con¬ 
sisted  mainly  of  determining  the  species  of  fishes  present 
and  the  relative  abundance  of  each,  study  on  the  migrations 
of  game  fishes  by  tagging  methods,  creel  census  reports  on 
the  availability  of  game  fishes,  soundings  and  temperature 
records  of  the  lake.  Investigations  of  spawning,  growth  and 
migrations  of  smallmouth  black  bass  were  carried  on  in  the 
St.  Lawrence  river  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  T.  M.  Lothian 
of  the  staff  of  Mount  Allison  University. 

Dr.  R.  0.  Earl,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  D.  C.  McIntosh, 
did  work  at  the  biological  station  at  Lake  Opinicon  in  forest 
survey,  forest  regeneration,  and  utilization  of  wood  waste. 
During  the  session  experiments  were  made  in  briquetting 
wood  under  high  pressure. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Gray  and  Mr.  D.  H.  Walker  have  studied  the 
microstructure  of  charcoals  by  means  of  observations  on 
the  scattering  of  x-rays  at  very  small  angles,  from  less  than 
a  minute  of  arc  up  to  a  few  degrees.  The  results  have  been 
reported.  A  great  deal  of  interest  is  being  shown  in  the  field 
of  small  angle  scattering  of  x-rays. 

Prof.  H.  W.  Harkness  reports  research  on  the  hygroscopic 
behaviour  of  Forest  Duff  as  follows:  A  hygrostat  has  been 
remodelled  and  a  new  air  circulating  system  installed.  An 
absorption  hygrometer  is  under  construction  and  a  photo¬ 
electric  detector  is  being  built  for  use  with  the  dew  point 
hygrometer.  A  visit  has  been  paid  to  the  Dominion  Govern- 
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ment  Forest  Service  Station,  where  mutual  problems  were 
discussed  with  Mr.  J.  G.  Wright.  The  work  here  will  help 
considerably  in  solving  these  problems. 

Dr.  J.  E.  Hawley  has  continued  structural  and  mineralogic 
studies  of  several  Canadian  ore  deposits,  and,  with  Dr.  L. 
G.  Berry,  is  completing  a  study  of  chromium  micas  begun 
by  D.  R.  E.  Whitmore. 

Dr.  R.  N.  Jones  has  continued  work  on  the  attempted 
isolation  of  endogenous  carcinogenic  agents  from  human 
liver.  Several  samples  of  concentrates  are  at  present  being 
tested  for  carcinogenic  activity  at  The  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Columbia  University.  Theoretical  studies 
concerning  the  effects  of  steric  factors  on  the  ultraviolet 
absorption  spectra  of  organic  compounds  have  been  carried 
out  and  will  be  published  shortly. 

Dr.  M.  L.  Keith  reports  that  some  further  studies  were 
made  of  the  minor  constituents  of  brucitic  limestones  of 
Ontario  and  Quebec,  and  comparisons  were  made  with  speci¬ 
mens  from  a  type  area  at  Riverside,  California.  Microscopic 
crystals  of  a  mineral  reported  to  be  periclase  (MgO),  by 
another  investigator,  were  shown  by  optical  and  x-ray  methods 
to  be  spinel  (Mg0.Al203).  Preliminary  work  was  done  on 
the  design  of  a  simple,  controlled-temperature  refractometer 
for  the  range  N  1.3  to  1.9. 

Dr.  B.  N.  Kropp  has  continued  a  study  of  the  normal  and 
abnormal  development  of  the  trophoblast,  and,  in  cooperation 
with  the  department  of  psychology,  has  investigated  the 
phagocytic  properties  of  neuroglial  cells  in  relation  to  the 
learning  process  in  the  rat. 

Dr.  G.  Krotkov  has  continued  work  on  the  carbohydrate 
and  respiratory  metabolism  of  kok-saghyz  plants,  both  in 
the  first  and  in  the  second  year  of  their  growth.  The  data 
obtained  reveal  the  general  trends  in  the  metabolism  of  the 
main  carbohydrates  of  this  plant,  as  well  as  in  the  drift  of 
its  respiration  during  its  development. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Lee  has  devised  and  tested  equipment  for  re¬ 
search  in  sanitary  engineering. 
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Prof.  T.  V.  Lord  reports  considerable  success  in  con¬ 
centrating  feldspar  from  silica  by  flotation,  with  Prof.  J.  E. 
Hawley,  as  a  contribution  toward  the  development  of  our 
natural  resources. 

Dr.  J.  A.  McRae  reports  that  the  research  work  under¬ 
taken  during  the  past  twelve  months  includes  the  following: 

(i)  The  preparation  of  unsaturated  nitriles  from  tert- 
butylphenylacetonitrile,  tert-amylphenylacetonitrile  and  from 
tert-butylbenzaldehyde. 

(ii)  The  reaction  of  Grignard  reagents  on  substituted 
cinnamo-and  succino-nitriles. 

(iii)  A  study  of  the  alkylation  of  Guareschi  imides. 

(iv)  The  study  of  the  condensation  of  ethoxy  cyclohexene 
with  malonic  ester. 

(v)  A  study  of  the  behaviour  of  diphenylsuccinic 
anhydride  in  the  Friedel  Crafts  reaction  with  toluene  and 
naphthalene. 

In  the  department  of  pathology,  Dr.  J.  Miller  and  Dr. 
N.  Berry  are  engaged  in  a  study  of  the  regeneration  of  the 
epithelial  lining  of  the  urethra  following  per-urethral  pros¬ 
tatectomy.  Dr.  Hay  is  engaged  in  an  enquiry  into  the  spread 
of  tuberculosis,  especially  in  relation  to  an  Ontario  school 
group. 

Dr.  E.  M.  Robertson  has  experimented  with  a  variety 
of  stains,  staining  vaginal  smears  with  the  object,  (a)  of 
detecting  cancer  cells,  (b)  by  way  of  investigating  in  a  novel 
way  the  various  stages  of  the  menstrual  cycle,  pregnancy 
and  the  post-menopausal  state.  In  his  laboratory,  Mr.  D.  C. 
Smith  worked  out  a  method  for  the  estimation  of  vitamin  C 
in  blood,  and  tested  a  new  colorimetric  pregnancy  test  using 
urine. 

Prof.  J.  K.  Robertson  reports  that  after  being  set  aside 
for  several  war  years,  work  relating  to  various  aspects  of 
high  frequency  discharges  was  resumed  in  the  summer  of 
1944.  With  the  assistance  of  Mr.  R.  W.  Stewart,  a  new 
method  was  used  to  examine  the  effect  of  such  discharges 
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on  thin  metallic  layers,  with  particular  reference  to  the  re¬ 
lation  of  this  effect  to  sputtering.  Satisfactory  progress  was 
made.  In  addition,  for  over  a  year,  Mr.  J.  I.  Lodge,  B.A., 
has  been  using  his  spare  time  as  demonstrator  to  examine 
the  same  effect  with  reference  to  the  appearance  or  non- 
appearance  of  spectral  lines  characteristic  of  the  metal  in 
the  thin  layer. 

Dr.  R.  G.  Sinclair  has  spent  some  time  in  attempting  to 
develop  new  methods  for  use  in  the  lipid  field. 

Dr.  J.  Wyllie  reports  that  during  the  past  year,  work 
has  been  done  to  determine  the  conditions  under  which  a 
mould  belonging  to  the  Aspergillus  candidus  group  will  pro¬ 
duce  a  good  yield  of  citrinin — one  of  the  antibiotic  substances. 
Modified  Czapek-Dox  media  containing  different  sugars  were 
incubated  at  26°C.  and  37°C.  for  varying  periods.  The  best 
yields  of  citrinin  were  obtained  when  honey  or  maple  syrup 
was  used  and  the  incubation  maintained  for  2  weeks  at  37°C 
Citrinin  is  easily  obtained  by  acidifying  the  metabolism 
solution,  a  copious  yellow  crystalline  precipitate  being  pro¬ 
duced. 

We  should  like  once  more  to  thank  the  administrative 
officers  of  Queen’s  University,  and  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  their  interest  and  continued  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARTS  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE 

During  the  preceding  session  the  Arts  Research  Com¬ 
mittee  has  had  at  its  disposal  a  portion  of  the  funds  generously 
contributed  by  Mrs.  James  A.  Richardson  to  promote  research 
at  the  university.  Various  types  of  research  projects  are 
being  carried  on,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  list  below,  and 
the  number  of  investigations  will  no  doubt  increase  with 
more  normal  times.  Several  of  the  younger  members  of  the 
faculty  who  were  most  active  in  research  are  still  engaged 
in  war  services,  and  others  are  faced  with  increased  teaching 
schedules  and  the  difficulty  of  travelling  freely  to  libraries 
with  more  complete  collections  than  those  available  here. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  projects  that  are  receiving 
attention. 

Prof.  H.  Alexander  is  preparing  an  English  version  of  a 
group  of  plays  by  the  18th-century  Danish  dramatist  Ludvig 
Holberg,  to  be  published  by  the  American-Scandinavian 
Foundation. 

Dr.  W.  M.  Conacher  is  working  on  twelve  studies  in 
Explication  de  Textes  in  English  adapted  to  the  students  of 
this  continent.  The  texts  are  drawn  from  La  Fontaine,  Hugo, 
Musset,  Anatole  France  and  other  writers.  Ten  of  the  twelve 
are  complete. 

Professor  K.  G.  Crawford  of  the  institute  of  local 
government  has  two  projects  under  way.  The  first  is  an  out¬ 
line  of  the  powers  and  functions  and  operations  of  municipal 
councils  in  Ontario.  The  second  is  a  survey  of  working  con¬ 
ditions  in  Canadian  municipal  fire  departments. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Gibson  is  engaged  in  an  intensive  study  of 
legislative  control  over  the  executive  and  the  administration 
under  the  system  of  cabinet  government  as  it  exists  in  Canada. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Harrison  is  at  work  on  volume  two  of  the 
Jacobean  Journal  (1607-1611)  and  volume  three  of  the  same 
work  (1611-1616). 
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Dr.  H.  Henel  read  a  paper,  in  German,  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Modern  Language  Association  of  America  on  Friedrich 
Schlegel  and  the  Foundations  of  Modern  Literary  Criticism. 
A  fuller  treatment  of  the  same  subject  has  been  accepted  for 
publication  in  the  Germanic  Review.  During  the  summer 
he  is  to  continue  work  on  a  book  dealing  with  the  poetry  of 
C.  F.  Meyer. 

Dr.  A.  B.  Minor  has  the  following  projects  on  hand: 
1)  “The  Manuscripts  of  Berceo’s  Santo  Domingo 2)  An 
analysis  of  the  Entr ernes  de  los  Romances ;  3)  A  comparison 
of  the  versions  of  Sola  by  Fernan  Caballero.  His  Critical 
Analysis  of  the  Novels  of  Fernan  Caballero  is  to  be  published 
on  film  by  University  Microfilms,  Ann  Arbor,  Mich. 

Prof.  J.  L.  McDougall  is  continuing  his  investigations  on 
the  relative  efficiency  of  the  two  railway  systems  of  Canada. 

Dr.  R.  G.  Trotter  is  preparing  for  the  Canadian  Institute 
of  International  Affairs  the  third  volume  in  its  biennial  series 
on  Canada  in  World  Affairs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DEPARTMENT 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  the  valuable  assistance  of 
Professor  John  Alford  and  Artist  Caven  Atkins  for  the 
work  in  the  school  of  the  fine  arts;  their  leadership  brought 
fine  results.  The  collection  of  paintings  owned  by  the  uni¬ 
versity  was  exhibited  during  the  summer  and  used  for  lecture 
purposes. 

There  is  an  increased  tendency  in  these  times  for  people 
to  seek  opportunities  for  the  development  of  latent  abilities 
and  taste  in  painting;  last  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  in  the  adult  class;  this  year  these  students  have  ac¬ 
quired  enough  knowledge  and  dexterity  to  have  successfully 
competed  for  admission  to  exhibitions  in  Toronto  and 
Montreal. 

Due  to  the  increased  interest  and  ability  in  the  teaching 
of  art  to  children  in  our  public  schools  it  will  be  our  policy 
from  now  on  to  concentrate  our  attention  on  the  few,  rather 
than  the  many :  a  test  was  given  to  prospective  pupils  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  and  only  the  best  were  retained  in  the 
class.  We  feel  that  a  need  for  a  more  advanced  type  of  work 
can  be  filled  in  this  way. 

For  a  second  season  we  have  presented  exhibitions  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  of  New  York,  the  very 
marked  educational  value  of  which  has  been  a  help  to  the 
department  as  well  as  a  real  value  to  the  cultural  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  student  as  a  whole.  Look  at  your  Neighborhood 
was  a  timely  exhibition  of  the  possibilities  of  suburban  de¬ 
velopments.  Pictures  for  Children  was  viewed  by  many 
teachers  in  the  community.  The  silk  screen  prints  of  that 
exhibition  and  of  the  following  one,  Canadian  Silk  Screen 
Prints  raised  much  interest  in  the  possibilities  of  this  medium 
for  factory  and  advertising  use.  What  is  Modern  Painting ? 
and  Introduction  to  Modern  Sculpture  were  exhibitions  of 
pedagogic  value. 

In  February,  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  University 
Women’s  Club  and  the  Kingston  Art  Association,  Andre 
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Bieler  gave  a  lecture  illustrated  with  a  film  on  the  Painters 
of  Quebec. 

The  season  was  brought  to  a  close  with  an  exhibition  of 
paintings  by  the  adult  group  of  the  Kingston  Art  Association.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  academic  work  of  the  department  was  strengthened 
this  session  by  the  addition  of  a  new  course  in  harmony, 
counterpoint,  and  instrumentation.  The  extra-curricular  ac¬ 
tivities  again  centred  around  the  work  of  the  Glee  Club.  Early 
in  December  the  Requiem  of  Brahms  was  given  in  Grant  Hall 
by  a  chorus  of  sixty  accompanied  by  an  orchestra  made  up  of 
students,  members  of  the  community,  and  bandsmen  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Corps  of  Signals.  The  Mikado  was  performed 
for  three  nights  in  February  in  the  collegiate  auditorium. 
Mrs.  F.  L.  Harrison  was  the  producer,  and  the  scenery  was 
designed  and  executed  by  Miss  Martha  Jamieson. 

A  significant  step  forward  in  the  work  of  the  concerts 
committee  was  taken  in  the  decision  to  move  to  Grant  Hall 
for  a  more  extended  series  than  those  of  the  past  two  years. 
This  step  was  fully  justified  by  the  splendid  response  from 
the  university  and  community  to  the  following  series  of 
concerts :  The  Hart  House  String  Quartet,  Alexander  Brail- 
owsky,  Portia  White,  and  the  Minneapolis  Symphony  Orches¬ 
tra  conducted  by  Dmitri  Mitropoulos.  Credit  for  the  success 
of  the  enterprise  goes  to  Dr.  H.  L.  Tracy,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  to  the  members  of  the  committee,  to  Mrs.  F.  L. 
Harrison,  business  manager,  and  to  Mr.  Ralph  Hinton  and 
the  maintenance  staff  for  their  valuable  cooperation. 

Through  the  goodwill  of  the  Kingston  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  and  the  Kingston  Teachers'  Council,  a  matinee  perform¬ 
ance  for  children  of  the  schools  was  given  by  the  Minneaopolis 
orchestra.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  Kingston  Home  and 
School  Council  the  dress  rehearsal  for  the  Glee  Club's  per¬ 
formances  of  the  Mikado  was  opened  to  an  audience  from  the 
schools. 

The  equipment  of  the  music  room  has  continued  to  be 
used  daily  by  a  satisfactory  number  of  students.  Several 
special  groups  also  made  use  of  its  facilities.  We  were 
grateful  to  receive  a  number  of  albums  of  records  from  a 
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group  of  Toronto  alumni  headed  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Macfarlane. 
They  were  a  valuable  addition  to  our  record  library. 

Two  public  performances  were  given  in  connection  with 
the  1944  session  of  the  school  of  the  fine  arts.  An  orchestral 
concert  was  directed  by  Mr.  Leslie  Bell,  and  a  double  bill  of 
operas  included  Purcell's  Dido  and  Aeneas  and  Gilbert  and 
Sullivan's  Trial  By  Jury.

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REPORT  ON  INTERFACULTY  AND  INTRAMURAL 

ATHLETICS 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  report  on 
interfaculty  and  intramural  athletics. 

During  the  past  academic  year  the  Bews  trophy  scoring 
system  for  intramural  and  interfaculty  athletics  was  revised 
by  the  intramural  department,  with  the  approval  of  the  three 
faculties,  to  place  further  emphasis  on  the  general  participa¬ 
tion  of  the  male  student  body  in  intramural  and  interfaculty 
athletics. 

As  a  result  of  this  alteration  the  keenest  competition  in 
the  short  history  of  the  trophy  was  enjoyed  by  the  various 
years  in  the  university.  Only  in  the  last  week  of  the  pro¬ 
gramme  did  Science  ’46  emerge  the  winners  of  the  Bews 
trophy  over  Med.  ’49. 

Due  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  students  at  the 
university,  the  graduation  of  a  medical  year  in  the  middle 
of  the  second  term  and  other  wartime  problems,  the  number 
of  participants  in  the  fifteen  events  in  the  programme  was 
slightly  lower  than  last  year. 

However,  it  is  estimated  that,  on  an  average,  all  the 
students  in  the  university  took  part  in  about  two  sports  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  valued  assistance 
rendered  by  J.  Harvey,  W.  R.  Roberts  and  the  officials  of  the 
Ski  and  Assault  Clubs  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION  FOR  WOMEN 

The  war  has  shown  us  all  very  clearly  the  importance 
of  physical  fitness  and  the  need  of  a  more  general  programme 
than  we  have  had  in  the  past.  A  strong  body  is  desired  in 
student  days  as  well  as  in  future  life.  During  the  past  year 
there  have  been  two  periods  per  week  of  compulsory  gym 
work  for  first  year,  and  two  periods  of  freely  chosen  ac¬ 
tivity  for  second  year  students.  About  thirty  percent  of  these 
students  supplemented  this  inadequate  amount  of  exercise 
with  additional  voluntary  activities.  An  accompanist  was 
obtained  to  play  the  piano  for  the  classes  held  during  the 
last  month.  Music  added  considerably  to  the  enjoyment  of 
the  classes  and  to  the  variety  of  the  programme  that  could 
be  taught. 

One  encouraging  factor  is  the  improvement  evidenced 
in  pre-university  work.  A  greater  percentage  each  year  show 
that  they  have  had  previous  training  by  their  posture,  poise, 
neuromuscular  coordination  and  agility.  No  solution  has  as 
yet  been  found  for  the  arrangement  of  classes  according  to 
training  and  skill.  If  it  were  possible,  those  with  less  strength 
and  coordination  should  be  segregated  into  groups  where 
they  could  do  simpler  work  and  suffer  less  from  embarrass¬ 
ment  caused  by  their  lack  of  ability.  As  the  classes  are  now 
arranged,  the  work  is  planned  for  the  average  student.  The 
girl  with  previous  training  makes  little  progress  and  those 
with  low  motor  skills  are  not  gaining  the  proficiency  that 
would  overcome  this  dislike  of  physical  exercise. 

The  intramural  programme  was  very  successful  this 
season  and  competitions  were  held  in  eight  sports.  The  points 
given  for  participation  were  the  greatest  in  any  year  since 
the  programme  was  introduced.  In  badminton  alone  we  had 
eighty-four  entries  in  one  tournament.  Much  of  the  credit 
for  this  enthusiasm  is  due  to  the  interest  shown  by  the 
senior  year  and  they  won,  for  the  third  consecutive  year,  the 
cup  which  is  awarded  to  the  year  with  the  greatest  number 
of  points  in  all  sports. 
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As  usual  basketball  was  very  popular  and  four  teams 
represented  Queen’s  in  the  three  sections  of  the  city  league. 
The  senior  team  won  the  city  championship,  only  to  be  chal¬ 
lenged  by  a  second  Queen’s  team  which  they  succeeded  in 
defeating  by  one  basket. 

Telegraphic  competitions  were  held  with  other  univer¬ 
sities  in  two  sports.  In  archery  Queen’s  won  the  highest 
individual  score  and  the  highest  total  score.  In  swimming 
we  were  less  successful  and  placed  behind  the  University  of 
Toronto,  McGill,  and  the  University  of  Saskatchewan. 

The  optimistic  reaction  to  the  war  news  last  fall  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  volunteers  in  the 
Queen’s  detachment  of  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Corps.  During 
the  four  years  that  we  have  had  a  Queen’s  detachment  our 
programme  has  been  flexible  and  has  varied  with  the  apparent 
need  of  the  time  and  has  included  training  in  A.R.P.,  motor 
transport,  telegraphy  and  training  in  preparation  for  enter¬ 
ing  one  of  the  armed  services.  The  programme  this  year 
consists  of  basic  training,  drill,  and  volunteer  work.  Most  of 
this  volunteer  work  was  done  at  the  Kingston  General  Hos¬ 
pital  with  a  total  of  266  hours  as  nurses  aids,  and  at  the  blood 
donors’  clinics  where  they  put  in  149  hours.  In  cooperation 
with  the  women’s  volunteer  services  the  detachment  took 
on  several  temporary  jobs.  At  the  request  of  the  blood  donor 
clinic  a  drive  for  donors  was  organized  among  the  women 
students.  Major  Brent,  commanding  officer  of  103  Depot 
Company  of  the  C.W.A.C.,  inspected  the  girls  and  was  generous 
in  her  praise  of  the  work  they  had  done. 

Two  highly  interesting  programmes  were  presented  to 
the  public  under  the  direction  of  students.  The  first  was 
a  skating  carnival  and  the  second  an  aquacade.  The  interest 
and  enthusiasm  of  the  directors  and  members  of  the  castes 
proved  how  successful  were  the  programmes.  Wider  par¬ 
ticipation  in  both  these  activities  can  be  anticipated  for  next 
year. 

It  is  a  great  relief  to  have  the  use  of  the  entire  gym¬ 
nasium  once  more.  Unfortunately  it  is  in  bad  shape  and 
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will  require  considerable  repairs.  The  floor  in  particular  has 
suffered  from  the  gym  being  used  as  armouries  and  the 
coating  of  dust  and  dirt  has  made  it  unpleasant  for  classes. 
Lack  of  equipment  is  a  considerable  handicap.  Basketballs 
and  badminton  birds  are  hard  to  buy  and  are  of  inferior 
quality,  and  much  of  our  gym  equipment  has  been  destroyed 
or  lost. 

In  my  ten  years’  connection  with  Queen’s  four  activities 
have  been  added  to  the  programme;  archery,  figure  skating, 
track,  and  skiing.  Where  one  girl  took  part  before,  four  are 
now  participating,  and  the  objective  is  that  every  girl  will 
take  part  in  at  least  one  sport.  This  increased  programme 
is  rapidly  getting  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  present  staff. 
In  future  it  will  be  necessary  to  curtail  these  activities  or 
increase  the  staff.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  medical  services 
rendered  to  students  in  attendance  at  the  university  during 
the  period  October  1st,  1944  to  March  31st,  1945.

A  tuberculosis  survey  was  made  of  the  freshman  and 
final  year  students  and  no  active  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
discovered. 

Two  deaths  occurred  during  the  session  —  one  from 
tuberculosis  meningitis  and  the  other  as  the  result  of  an 
acute  mental  depression. 

At  no  time  during  the  session  was  there  any  threat  of 
an  epidemic  of  contagious  disease. 

Drs.  Eleanor  Chaplin  and  Norman  Mc-Quay  acted  as  my 
assistants  and  carried  out  their  duties  in  a  most  excellent 
manner. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  student  medical  service  has 
been  in  operation  a  lady  physician  has  been  looking  after 
the  health  of  the  lady  students  and  this  innovation  has  been 
extremely  well  received.

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REPORT  OF  THE  QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY 
CONTINGENT,  C.O.T.C. 

Training  for  the  year  1944-45  opened  at  Connaught 
Ranges,  the  annual  camp  being  held  from  9th  to  23rd  Sep¬ 
tember.  The  greater  part  of  the  training  was  devoted  to 
fieldcraft  and  to  small  arms  firing  on  the  ranges.  During 
the  camp  period  the  unit  was  inspected  by  the  D.O.C.,  M.D. 
No.  3  and  the  O.C.  33rd  (R)  Brigade  Group. 

Headquarters  training  on  the  university  grounds  com¬ 
menced  on  the  9th  October  and  continued  to  31st  March. 
The  instruction  was  equivalent  to  the  basic  and  to  some  of 
the  advanced  training  given  to  the  reserve  army.  Third  and 
fourth  year  students,  who  had  completed  two  sessions  of  110 
hours  each  of  local  headquarters  training  and  had  attended 
two  camps,  were  called  upon  to  train  for  60  hours;  first  and 
second  year  students  completed  110  hours. 

In  January  1945  the  Queen’s  University  Squadron  of 
the  University  Air  Training  Corps  ceased  training,  and  per¬ 
sonnel  who  were  required  to  complete  110  hours  training  were 
transferred  to  the  C.O.T.C.  The  strength  of  the  contingent 
at  February  28th,  1945,  was  640  all  ranks. 

Three  teams  were  entered  in  the  D.C.R.A.  indoor  rifle 
competition  and  made  a  very  creditable  showing,  obtaining 
11th  place  in  January  and  9th  in  February  and  March  out 
of  the  total  entry  which  averaged  450  teams  each  month. 

Lieut. -Col.  G.  S.  Medvin  who  was  appointed  commanding 
officer  in  July,  1943,  was  compelled  to  retire  in  February 
1945  on  account  of  ill  health.  The  Queen’s  University  Con¬ 
tingent  is  grateful  to  Lt.-Col.  Melvin  for  assistance  in  carry¬ 
ing  the  burden  of  the  O.T.C.  in  addition  to  his  heavy  re¬ 
sponsibilities  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  During  the  period 
of  Lt.-Col.  Melvin’s  illness  the  responsibility  for  the  adminis¬ 
tration  and  training  of  the  O.T.C.  fell  on  the  willing  shoulders 
of  Major  F.  H.  Brown,  chief  instructor,  and  on  Captain  H. 
C.  Frick,  adjutant  and  quartermaster. 
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Major  E.  A.  Walker  of  the  English  department  will  suc¬ 
ceed  to  command  on  the  approval  of  N.D.H.Q. 

The  acting  commanding  officer  commends  the  A  &  T 
staff  for  faithful  service  during  his  acting  command. 

In  March  the  Queen’s  University  contingent  held  a 
successful  military  ball.  Such  things  provide  a  counterpart 
to  discipline  in  the  building  of  unit  morale.  With  the  con¬ 
tinued  Allied  successes  in  Europe  military  enthusiasm  will 
decline,  and  only  the  increased  effort  on  the  part  of  those 
responsible  can  keep  the  training  standard  on  a  high  level.

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REPORT  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  AIR  SQUADRON 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  of  the  U.A.S., 
R.C.A.F.,  for  the  training  season  of  1944-45. 

All  airmen  attended  summer  camp  in  May  1944  at 
R.C.A.F.  stations  in  Aylmer,  Hagersville  and  Centralia.  Since 
the  last  report  ten  men  have  been  transferred  directly  to 
the  R.C.A.F.;  seventy-eight  have  been  discharged,  of  whom 
twenty-eight  are  known  to  have  gome  on  active  service  with 
other  branches  in  Canada  or  the  United  States.  Presumably 
a  large  number  of  the  remainder  have  also  enlisted  in  active 
service  units. 

The  U.A.S.  was  disbanded  on  3st  December  1944.  At 
that  time  161  were  on  the  strength  of  the  unit.  Those  who 
were  in  their  third  year  of  training  had  virtually  finished  their 
schedule,  and  they  completed  the  requisite  hours  by  various 
assignments.  The  second  and  first  year  men  were  transferred 
to  the  C.O.T.C. 

F/L.  A.  R.  Fairbairn  was  retired  from  the  R.C.A.F.  early 
in  the  season.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  an  appreciation  of 
his  work,  his  energy  and  his  active  interest  in  every  individual 
in  the  unit.  His  place  was  taken  by  F/L.  G.  W.  Breckenridge, 
who  proved  to  be  a  competent  and  congenial  colleague.  F/L. 
G.  L.  Edgett  carried  on  the  instruction  in  navigation.  Cordial 
thanks  are  due  to  him  for  his  conscientious  performance  of 
his  duties.

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REPORT  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  NAVAL  TRAINING 

DIVISION 

The  training  programme  and  special  events  of  interest 
to  U.N.T.D.  are  reported  in  the  following  sections. 

Training 

On  instructions  from  the  naval  authorities  one  lieutenant 
and  one  petty  officer  instructor  were  attached  full  time  to 
the  unit  for  administration  and  instructional  duties.  In 
addition  officers  and  instructors  from  H.M.C.S.  Cataraqui 
were  made  available,  when  required.  As  the  naval  authorities 
expressed  the  wish  that  as  much  training  as  possible  be 
carried  out  at  the  naval  establishments,  every  effort  was 
made  to  do  training  aboard  H.M.C.S.  Cataraqui.  The  absence 
of  regular  training  classes  aboard  H.M.C.S.  Cataraqui  made 
it  possible  for  the  U.N.T.D.  to  utilize  its  facilities  to  the  ut¬ 
most.  Approximately  95%  of  the  training  programme  was 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  naval 
authorities.  Training  classes  were  scheduled  on  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday  between  the  hours  of  4.45  p.m.  and 
6.30  p.m.  It  is  felt  in  this  regard  that  the  faculties  of  Arts 
and  Applied  Science  have  not  given  due  consideration  to 
the  needs  of  military  training  at  the  university. 

The  second  year  of  the  progressive  training  programme 
was  given  to  all  ratings  eligible  for  it,  and  a  modified  pro¬ 
gramme  based  on  the  above,  given  to  ratings  who  satisfied 
the  requirements  of  military  authorities  with  sixty  hours 
attendance.  The  first  year  programme  was  given  to  all  new 
entries  into  the  unit.  Seventy  ratings  will  be  sent  to  the  East 
Coast  for  two  weeks’  spring  training,  immediately  following 
the  examination  period.  Five  ratings  in  third  year  applied 
science  were  selected  for  full  time  summer  training.  Three 
from  the  department  of  electrical  engineering,  one  from 
mechanical  engineering,  and  one  from  engineering  physics. 
Results  of  personal  interviews  with  all  new  entries  seem 
to  indicate  that  the  first  year  training  was  satisfactory,  but 
the  effectiveness  of  the  training  for  third  and  fourth  year 
students  was  reduced  by  the  limited  time  available. 
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The  U.N.T.D.  accepted  thirty-seven  new  entries  for 
training,  and  these  combined  with  fifty-six  ratings  already 
in  the  unit  brought  the  total  strength  to  ninety-three.  During 
the  training  period  seven  ratings  left  to  enter  on  acive  service ; 
one  to  the  Fleet  Air  Arm,  three  to  the  Navy,  and  three  to 
the  Army.  The  Technical  Officer  Selection  Board  selected 
two  ratings  to  enter  the  Naval  Service  as  technical  officers. 
There  was  no  board  held  for  executive  branch  officer  candi¬ 
dates 

Upon  the  concurrence  of  the  university  authorities,  the 
ship’s  office  was  moved  from  its  original  location  in  the  old 
Arts  Building  to  a  portion  of  the  larger  quarters  that  had 
been  vacated  by  the  U.A.S.  at  the  cessation  of  its  training 
programme. 

The  unit  was  privileged  to  participate  in  the  Victory 
Loan  parade,  and  received  favourable  comments  on  its  ap¬ 
pearance  and  conduct  during  the  parade.  Two  church  parades 
were  held  with  all  members  of  the  unit  in  attendance. 

In  conjunction  with  the  U.A.S.  a  combined  dance  was 
organized  and  held  on  the  deck  of  H.M.C.S.  Cataraqui.  An 
R.C.A.F.  band  provided  the  dance  music.  At  the  conclusion 
of  training  Colonel  Le  Roy  Grant  inspected  the  unit  on  the 
deck  of  H.M.C.S.  Cataraqui  and  then  addressed  the  ratings 
with  a  short  but  effective  speech.  The  final  drill  of  the  year 
was  devoted  to  a  pay  parade. 

On  the  whole,  the  training  may  be  said  to  have  ac¬ 
complished  its  objective,  although  it  is  felt  that  the  reduc¬ 
tion  to  sixty  hours  training  mititated  against  adequate  in¬ 
struction.  If  it  is  permitted  the  following  recommendation 
is  submitted  for  consideration.  That  in  the  event  that  naval 
training  at  this  university  is  continued  indefinitly,  some  uni¬ 
versity  academic  credits  be  given  for  satisfactory  work  in 
the  unit.

The  Jock  Harty  arena  has  had  another  very  busy  season. 

With  the  departure  of  the  R.C.A.F.  detachment  from  the 
gymnasium  the  students  have  had  more  room  and  facilities 
for  participating  in  intramural  athletic  activities.  The  intra¬ 
mural  programme  this  past  season  proved  very  satisfactory 
from  all  angles,  and  Science  ’46  won  the  Bews  trophy  with  a 
total  of  17,487  points. 

Interfaculty  competitions  in  softball,  touch  football, 
basketball  and  hockey  were  keenly  contested.

We  were  fortunate  to  be 
able  to  secure  the  services  of  Captain  P.  V.  Mahoney  who 
has  assisted  Captain  Barrett  from  time  to  time  and  the 
success  of  the  men  in  the  examinations  shows  that  the  work 
has  been  well  done.

One  candidate  was  found  to  have  insufficient  time  afloat  and 
was  declared  ineligible. 

The  required  annual  eyesight  and  hearing  tests  were 
held  at  the  school  during  the  session  and  a  number  of  local 
men  presented  themselves. 

During  the  session  the  facilities  of  the  school  were  made 
available  to  the  men  in  Queen’s  University  Naval  Unit  for 
study  of  marine  charts.  These  men  came  into  the  schoolroom 
at  intervals  at  4.30  after  the  regular  work  of  the  school  was 
over.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  upon  the 
work  of  the  General  Alumni  Association. 

Alumni  Statistics 

There  are  now  10,476  living  Queen’s  graduates.  By 
faculties  these  are  as  follows :  arts,  6046 ;  commerce,  527 ; 
medicine,  1869;  science,  2420;  theology,  97;  honorary,  193. 
Of  these  676  hold  degrees  in  more  than  one  faculty.  The 
number  of  deceased  graduates  is  2644. 

On  Active  Service 

The  military  records  reveal  that  there  are  now  2615 
graduates  and  former  students  on  active  service,  at  home 
and  abroad.  The  casualties  include  125  dead,  or  officially 
presumed  dead  (approximately  half  of  this  number  was  re¬ 
corded  during  the  past  twelve  months)  ;  eight  missing,  and 
twenty-three  prisoners  of  war. 

The  faculties  are  represented  as  follows:  arts,  878; 
science,  925;  medicine,  537;  commerce,  216;  theology,  19; 
extramural,  21;  members  of  staff,  15;  honorary  graduates,  4. 
The  arts  total  includes  77  alumnae. 

In  addition  to  the  established  practice  of  getting  in  touch 
with  a  serviceman’s  family  as  soon  as  enlistment  is  reported, 
the  military  records  section  now  has  a  follow-up  system  that 
helps  to  keep  the  information  on  file  up  to  date  at  all  times. 

Officers  and  Board  of  Directors 

The  officers  of  the  association  for  the  current  year  are 
as  follows:  president,  A.  C.  Hanley,  Sc.  ’18,  Kingston;  first 
vice-president,  H.  G.  Bertram,  Sc.  ’10,  Dundas;  second  vice- 
president,  Dr.  J.  H.  Orr,  Med.  ’23,  Kingston.  These  officers, 
together  with  the  three  past  presidents,  eighteen  other  elected 
or  appointed  members,  and  the  presidents  of  the  branches, 
compose  the  board  of  directors. 

In  the  annual  ballot  which  closed  on  September  30,  four 
retiring  members  of  the  board  of  directors  were  returned 
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to  office  and  one  new  member  was  elected  for  the  ensuing 
three-year  period.  There  were  seventeen  nominees.  Those 
re-elected  were  Mrs.  W.  C.  Clark  (Margaret  H.  Smith),  Arts 
’14,  Ottawa;  W.  P.  Ferguson,  Arts  ’08,  Toronto;  Miss  Mary 

L.  Macdonnell,  Arts  ’09,  Kingston;  and  N.  B.  MacRostie, 
Sc.  ’ll,  Arts  ’14,  Ottawa.  The  newcomer  to  the  board  was 

M.  N.  Hay,  Sc.  ’23,  Montreal. 

Branches 

The  number  of  branches  remained  constant  at  thirty- 
six — thirty-two  in  Canada,  three  in  the  United  States,  and 
one  in  Africa.  Activities  were  curtailed  in  most  branches 
because  of  the  war  but  a  total  of  fifty-five  formal  gatherings 
and  a  number  of  get-togethers  were  recorded.  Guest  speakers 
at  the  various  meetings  included  Principal  Wallace,  M.  J. 
Coldwell,  M.P.,  J.  C.  Macfarlane,  Dr.  Charlotte  Whitton, 
Hon.  Angus  Macdonald,  Prof.  K.  G.  Crawford,  Dr.  G.  B. 
Harrison,  Dr.  E.  L.  Munzer,  Dr.  B.  K.  Sandwell,  Major  J.  A. 
Edmison,  Hon.  Brooke  Claxton,  M.P.,  Dr.  S.  H.  Prince,  Ted 
Reeve,  Dr.  Dennis  Jordan. 

The  Montreal  Medal,  awarded  annually  by  the  Montreal 
branch  for  “meritorious  contribution  to  the  honour  of  Queen’s 
University’’  was  presented  in  1944  to  Dr.  L.  J.  Austin.  The 
presentation  was  made  on  May  14  at  the  Kingston  General 
Hospital,  where  Dr.  Austin  was  confined  through  illness.  Dr. 
Austin  passed  away  on  March  20,  1945. 

Membership 

The  paid-up  membership  continues  to  grow  with  the 
total  at  the  end  of  March  being  1960,  an  increase  of  230 
for  the  corresponding  six  months  in  the  previous  year  and 
constituting  a  new  record.  At  the  end  of  the  1943-44  year 
(September  30,  1944)  the  membership  was  1952,  an  increase 
of  19  per  cent  over  the  previous  twelve  months,  and  an  all- 
time  high. 

There  are  now  103  life  members.  Of  these,  sixteen  joined 
within  the  past  year,  a  record  for  such  period.  In  addition 
there  are  thirteen  deceased.

The  Queen's  Review 

The  Revieiv  was  published  monthly  through  the  year  with 
the  exception  of  June,  July,  and  September.  Articles  of 
special  interest  to  alumni  were  featured,  as  well  as  university 
and  campus  news,  reports  of  branch  activities,  and  personal 
notes  about  alumni.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  news 
items  of  graduates  and  former  students  on  active  service, 
and  this  section  of  the  magazine  was  enlarged.  Some  changes 
were  made  in  the  format,  and  cuts  were  used  to  a  larger  extent 
than  ever  before. 

The  net  cost  of  the  Revieiv  for  the  twelve  months  ending 
March  31  was  $821.54.  The  circulation  was  maintained  at 
5,000. 

Annual  and  Directors'  Meetings 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  was  held  on  October 
20,  in  conjunction  with  the  university  reception.  The  guest 
speaker  was  J.  C.  Macfarlane,  Arts  ’ll,  Toronto,  vice-president 
of  the  Canadian  General  Electric  Company,  whose  subject  was

Directors’  meetings  were  held  on  May  20  and  October 
20,  when  reports  on  the  activities  of  the  association  were 
presented. 
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Photographic  Equipment 

The  association  purchased  a  photo  identification  camera 
for  the  university,  and  the  equipment  was  used  for  the  first 
time  last  fall.  Photographs  were  made  of  all  students  register¬ 
ing  at  Queen’s,  and  these  pictures  will  be  available  to  various 
faculty  and  student  committees  and  organizations  for  identi¬ 
fication  purposes. 

The  Employment  Service 

With  the  demand  for  manpower  far  greater  than  the 
supply,  the  employment  service  has  experienced  a  busy  year 
trying  to  satisfy  prospective  employers.  The  scope  of  the 
service  has  been  narrowed  as  a  result  of  wartime  manpower 
controls  but  is  still  able  to  render  a  valuable  service  to  student, 
graduate,  and  employer. 

Present  regulations  provide  that  science  students  may 
accept  only  such  permanent  or  summer  employment  as  carries 
the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Labour.  No  such  student 
may  solicit  or  accept  employment  without  his  consent;  and 
no  employer  may  negotiate  with  or  engage  such  a  student 
without  similar  consent.  The  Kingston  branch  of  National 
Selective  Service  used  the  employment  office  for  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  open  permits  to  all  such  students  and  any  essential 
work  was  readily  approved.  Undergraduates  to  whom  the 
Science  Student  Regulations  did  not  apply  were  not  allowed 
as  much  freedom  of  action  and  were  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  National  Selective  Service  officer  in  their  home  area. 

The  armed  forces  continued  to  be  the  major  employer 
of  students.  This  year,  at  time  of  writing,  thirty-six  members 
of  the  graduating  class  have  been  accepted  for  a  commission 
and  an  additional  twelve  are  under  consideration  for  the 
infantry.  In  addition,  seventeen  third-year  students  were 
taken  on  strength  for  the  summer  vacation  period. 

Wartime  Bureau  of  Technical  Personnel 

The  secretary-treasurer  continued  to  serve  as  honorary 
regional  representative  of  the  Wartime  Bureau  of  Technical 
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Personnel.  Through  this  connection,  the  employment  service 
was  able  to  act  as  a  clearing-house  of  information  regarding 
the  government’s  manpower  regulations. 

The  Engineering  Proceedings 

During  the  past  year  the  secretary-treasurer  edited 
Volume  31  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Engineering  Society. 
This  publication  contains,  in  addition  to  reports  of  the  various 
activities  of  the  society,  chronological  and  alphabetical  lists 
of  science  alumni  together  with  addresses,  positions,  and  other 
pertinent  information,  and  an  account  of  the  war  service 
of  graduates  and  former  students.  The  cost  of  publication 
was  met  by  advertising,  annual  contributions  of  undergradu¬ 
ates,  and  voluntary  donations  from  graduates,  to  all  of  whom 
copies  were  sent  . 

University  Publicity 

Three  hundred  and  eighteen  items  of  news  concerning 
Queen’s  were  released  from  the  alumni  office  during  the 
year  as  part  of  the  university’s  publicity  programme.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALMA  MATER  SOCIETY 

The  report  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society  for  the  session 
1944-45  is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  members  of  the  executive  were  elected  in  the  spring 
of  1944  enabling  them  to  assume  duties  upon  arrival  early 
in  the  fall. 

Full  use  of  the  gymnasium  this  year  enabled  the  fresh¬ 
men’s  reception  to  be  held  there.  This  event  and  an  open 
house  in  Grant  Hall  the  same  week,  more  than  welcomed  all 
new  and  former  students. 

Who's  Where,  our  most  useful  directory  and  handbook 
was  published  at  a  profit  again  this  year.  It  again  was  under 
control  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society.  The  Queen's  Journal  was 
published  twice  a  week  during  the  term,  the  fortieth  and  final 
edition  appearing  on  March  20,  1945.  Work  on  the  Tricolor  '45, 
the  third  undergraduate  publication  of  the  society,  was  com¬ 
pleted  earlier  than  usual  this  year.  It  should  appear  on  the 
campus  by  mid-April,  giving  a  most  complete  and  systematic 
coverage  of  campus  activities.  Graduates  in  each  faculty  are 
being  displayed  in  a  separate  section,  along  with  news  re¬ 
lating  to  that  particular  faculty.  The  Tricolor  '45  is  dedicated 
to  Dr.  B.  K.  Sandwell,  LL.D.,  newly-appointed  rector  of 
Queen’s. 

Dr.  Sandwell  delivered  his  rectorial  address  Of  High 
and  Low  Professions  in  Grant  Hall  on  Friday,  December  8, 
1944.  Popular  request  made  it  advisable  to  have  compli¬ 
mentary  copies  printed  for  each  member  of  the  society. 

This  year  the  executive  saw  fit  to  have  one  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  form  a  committee  to  systematize  the  blood  donor  cam¬ 
paign  on  the  campus.  This  plan  proved  highly  successful. 

The  Alma  Mater  Society  lecture  was  delivered  on  January 
16,  1945  in  Grant  Hall  by  Dr.  Cody,  president  and  recently- 
appointed  chancellor  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  His  talk 
on  The  Life  of  Sir  William  Mulock  was  well  received  by  a 
good  student  turnout.

This  society  made  three  major  donations  during  the 
year.  Six  hundred  dollars  was  given  toward  establishing  a 
library  aboard  the  Letitia  and  four  hundred  dollars  was 
donated  to  the  Lady  Nelson  for  a  similar  purpose.  Smaller 
sums  will  be  sent  periodically  to  keep  these  libraries  up  to 
their  original  size.  A  donation  of  two  hundred  dollars  was 
made  to  the  Red  Cross  and  one  hundred  to  the  International 
Student  Service. 

The  Queen's  Ice  Carnival  was  presented  in  Jock  Harty 
arena  by  the  Alma  Mater  Society  on  Saturday,  February  3, 
1945.  The  proceeds  of  this  most  successful  event  greatly 
increased  our  war  fund.  Congratulations  to  all  who  made 
certain  its  success  by  their  untiring  efforts. 

Colour  Night  was  again  held  in  Ban  Righ  common  room 
on  Friday,  March  16,  1945.  Dr.  Robertson,  honorary  president 
of  the  Alma  Mater  Society,  assisted  by  Professor  G.  L.  Edgett 
from  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control,  presented  the  athletic 
and  extra-curricular  awards  to  both  men  and  women  students. 
Members  of  Levana  prepared  a  most  delightful  lunch  for  all. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday,  March  27, 
1945,  in  Convocation  Hall.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  the 
newly-elected  president  Mr.  Jim  McQuarrie,  Arts  ’46,  took 
office  and  adjourned  the  meeting.

The  reports  from  the  nine  branches  of  our  association 
show  that  our  members  are  continuing  to  contribute  gen¬ 
erously  to  the  war  effort  through  the  Red  Cross,  service 
centres,  knitting  groups,  and  other  organizations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ENDOWMENT 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  on  March  31,  1945. 

Progress  towards  Meeting  University's  Needs 

Of  the  $5,000,000  required  for  the  effective  maintenance 
of  the  present  and  postwar  services  of  the  university,  ap¬ 
proximately  $1,620,000  has  been  collected  or  promised  to 
date.  The  sum  of  $3,380,000  has  yet  to  be  secured. 

The  most  urgent  needs  of  Queen’s,  as  determined  by  a 
careful  survey  made  in  1938  and  revised  in  1943,  were  as 
follows : 

For  buildings  and  equipment  — 


Students’  Union  and  Men’s  Residence  $1,200,000

Towards  the  $2,000,000  needed  for  buildings  and  equip¬ 
ment,  $570,000  has  now  been  raised  in  cash  or  promises.  This 
will  enable  certain  items  of  the  postwar  building  programme 
to  be  started  as  soon  as  materials  and  labour  become  avail¬ 
able.  It  is  hoped  that  the  remaining  $1,430,000  will  be  found 
in  sufficient  time  for  the  entire  programme  to  be  completed 
within  five  years  after  the  end  of  the  war. 

Of  the  $3,000,000  required  for  endowment  purposes, 
$1,050,000  has  been  obtained  or  promised,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $1,950,000  yet  to  be  raised.

Solicitation  of  Assistance 

The  continued  assistance  of  the  alumni  was  solicited 
direct  from  the  endowment  office  throughout  the  year.  Help 
from  special  benefactors  was  sought  by  officials  of  the  uni¬ 
versity  or  members  of  its  governing  bodies  after  thorough 
investigation  in  each  case. 

Benefactors  during  Year 

The  grants,  gifts  and  bequests  received  by  Queen’s  from 
April  1,  1944,  to  March  31,  1945,  are  recorded  in  summary 
and  in  detail  below.  Those  in  the  form  of  cash  or  securities, 
which  the  university  is  free  to  report,  totalled  $579,568.06, 
as  against  $1,694,911.94,  $434,564.77,  $449,980.65,  $383,523.68 
and  $321,999.47  in  the  five  years  immediately  preceding. 

For  all  the  benefactions — individual,  corporate  and  gov¬ 
ernmental — that  have  been  received  during  the  past  year, 
Queen’s  is  deeply  grateful.  Unfortunately,  lack  of  space 
prevents  the  separate  naming  of  the  many  contributors  who 
gave  valuable  assistance  in  amounts  under  $25.
